QUININE’S TURN COMES AT 
LAST. 


A change in makers’ prices for qui- 
nine, as announced in our previous is- 
sue, rang like an echo of former years, 
marking a realization that seemed al- 
most despaired of, as the course of 
events of possible significance sped on 
over an interval of nearly three and 
one-quarter years, leaving no tangible 
trace of their effect. As a matter of 
actual reckoning the market had con- 
tinued oh a fourteen-cent basis for bulk 
since January 30, 1909, and the prevail- 
ing sixteen-cent schedule restores the 
basis in effect from June 14, 1907, to 
August 28, 1908. The monotony of the 
last three years seems all the more 
pronounced when the variable course of 
the market a few years ago is consid- 
ered. During 1907 makers announced 
six changes in quotations, the previous 
year brought eight variations, while 
three new schedules were in effect over 
1906. The fourteen-cent basis was des- 
tined to mark the low level of quinine 
prices so far as makers are concerned, 
and the constancy of this unit has been 
the occasion of much complaining as 
failing to realize a fair return. Over 
production of cinchona bark, the basic 
material, has been the chief charge to 
account for the unsatisfactory state of 
quinine within the last few years, and 
coupled with this factor has been the 
theory that a higher standard of sani- 
tation. in this country, particularly in 
the South, had affected the consump- 
tion of the irug. 

The Amsterdam bark auctions, af 
which is sold the bulk of the Java pro- 
duction, have generally been regarded 
as the barometer of quinine values, as 
variations in the latter have usually 
followed closely upon these sales. It 
may be of interest in this connection to 
show the relationship between bark 
units and quinine prices over the last 
few vears. At the time quinine was 
reduced from eighteen to sixteen cents, 
on June 14, 1907, the Amsterdam bark

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auction had depreciated from 4.67 to 
4.25 Dutch cents. By August 1908, there 
had been a further decline in bark to 
3.12 Dutch cents and a reduction in 
quinine to fifteen cents. When the 
change to fourteen cents was an- 
nounced, in January, 1909, bark had 
fallen to 3.038 Dutch cents. Over the in- 
terval when quinine had remained at 
fourteen cents, bark values have been 
on a relatively low level. The mini- 
mum point wag 2.95 Dutch cents at the 
November, 1909, sale, and the maximum 
3.40 cents, reached last month. On an 
approximate basis of computing the 
cost of the finished product, a fourteen- 
cent quinine market would seemingly 
be incommensurate with the value of 
bark at its lowest mark, while at the 
basis realized at last month’s auction 
the prevailing sixteen-cent schedule is 
apparently ~justified. The realization 
of a 3.40 Dutch cent unit at the March 
auction represented an advance from 
3.07 cents at the January and Febru- 
ary sales and was consistent with the 
lighter offerings incidental to the de- 
cline in shipments from the producing 
island. On this point our records show 
a total for the first three and one-half 
months of the current year of 2,746,000 
Dutch pounds, as compared with 4,304,- 
000 and 4,149,000 pounds for the cor- 
responding period of 1911 and 1910, re- 
spectively. There has been consider- 
able talk during the last few years of 
a movement to regulate the shipments 
of bark from Java with the view of cre- 
ating a condition that might bring 
much desired relief to the quinine mar- 
ket, but plans in this direction never 
seem to have reached a stage to prom- 
ise success to the enterprise. Whether 
the reduced shipments so far this year 
can be regarded as a reflection of bet- 
ter control of the bark situation, as 
has been more persistently intimated 
on support from the quinine makers, or 
as a condition of intrinsic significance 
is a subject that can admit of but 
speculative treatment at this time. 
Much doubt is expressed in local quar- 
ters that any attempt to establish the 
exports of bark on any but legitimate 
market conditions can ultimately suc- 
ceed. 

There is another phase of the quinine 
situation that has been associated with 
the failure of manufacturers to vary 
their schedule for the last three years, 
namely, the effectiveness of competi- 
tion on the part.of several hands who 
are credited with having enjoyed a con- 
siderable part of the country’s trade 
through sources of high repute in Eu- 
rope as well as in Java. These outside 
sellers are said to have been able to se- 
eure at odd times and through unex- 
plained channels large quantities of 
brands sold on direct representation 
nere. At Amsterdam there are quinine 
auctions at frequent intervals which 
constitute one of the best regular 
sources for second hands. It was the 
sharp advance in the sale of April 12 
from 10.545 to 12.64 florins per kilo that 
keved the local market to its keenest 
pitch in the trend of recent develop- 
ments, the higher unit marking a rec- 
ord for the iast three years and bring- 
ing the cost to approximately sixteen 
cents. Another brand handled largely 
in the outside market, that of the Ba- 
tavia works at Java, has been prac- 
tically withheld for general shipment. 
the output having been engaged for 
the Italian government, and whatever 
has been in evidence of late was held 
at limits that made the offers imprac- 
ticable at the old basis of makers and 
importers in the local trade. With the 
second hand competition thus mini- 
mized, first hands were able to follow 
up the advantages that Kad accrued 
from other influences, and it is doubt- 
ful whether they could have found a 
more effective occasion for the an- 
nouncement of a higher level than 
when the new schedule became effec- 
tive. In some quarters expectations are 
already centered in a further apprecia- 
tion of values now that the market has 
at last scored a turn, and a favorable 
argument 1s advanced in the prospect 
for heavier consumption on account of 
the heavy rains: and floods in many 
sections of the country. The premium 
on quinine prices is expected to bring 
into the market many lots in outside 


-=hands which have been negligible fac- 


tors at the old basis. There are said 
to: be some holdings of relatively high 
cost which are still withheld in the an- 
ticipation that the recent change is 
but the first step in a recovering’ pro- 
cess which may carry the market to its 
level of five years ago. 
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OUR PETROLEUM PRODUCTS IN 
GERMANY. 


Within the last few days have ap- 
peared press dispatches giving new sig- 
nificance to reports of a Gérman com- 
bination of oil interests designed for a 
more effective opposition against the 
sale of American products in the em- 
pire, but there are lacking the details 
and authority to invest these reports 
with the respect they might otherwise 
command in this country. Seemingly 
the publication is in line with the story 
of a movement to concentrate the oil 
trade of Germany under a government 
monopoly, which has been exploited at 
occasional periods during the last few 
months, but which, according to the 
best informed sources, has advanced 
little beyond the embryonic stage, un- 
less the later dispatches can be re- 
garded ‘as a constructive development. 
It is an accepted statement of fact here 
Germany has long cherished a hostility 
to our petroleum products, so far as the 
marketing interests were concerned, 
but the success with which our oils 
have been received among the ranks of 
consumers and retail distributors was 
a consideration that could not be trifled 
with. Last year’s statistics of imports 
of petroleum products into Germany 
tell an impressive story in this connec- 
tion. Of the requirements of 955,482 
tons of illuminating oil, this country 
contributed 745,302 tons, or 78.02 per 
cent., while from other sources there 
were 142,876 tons, or 15.05 per cent., from 
Galicia, 48,631 tons, or 5.10 per cent., 
from Roumania, and 18,482 tons, or 1.92 
per cent., from Russia. In lubricating 
oil imports into Germany during 1911, 
we were also in first place with 110,971 
tons, or. 42.6 per cent., although Russia 
was at our heels with 109,556 tons, or 
42.1 per cent. Galicia furnished 35,660 
tons, or 13.7 per cent. In benzine dis- 
tillate, Germany took a total of 187,983 
tons last year, of which the United 
States participated to the extent of 76,- 
333 tons, or 40.6 per cent., the Dutch 
Indies with 40,599 tons, or 21.6: per cent., 
Roumania with 37,233 tons, or 19.9 per 
cent., and Russia with 21,417 tons, or 
11.4 per cent. According to our gov- 
ernment records, Germany’s require- 
ments of our petroleum products during 
1911 comprised 122,333,070 gallons of il- 
luminating oils, 13,400,669 gallons of 
naphtha, and 21,272,119 gallons of lubri- 
cating oils. 

Germany is one of the largest cus- 
tomers of American oils, and the trade 
has heen fostered not only by the qual- 
ity of our goods but also by the direét 
and economical methods by which they 
are brought to consumers and retail 
dealers. Piping the oil from the wells 
to seaboard refineries, shipping it in 
bulk to the principal German ports, 
from which it is again piped into tank 
ears for distribution in the cities by 
means of local tank wagons, form a 
process by which possible saving is ac- 
complished. In this manner American 


producers and refiners have been able. 


to compete successfully against the 
Galician, Roumanian and Russian oils 
on the actual cost of marketing, and 
the prestige of our supplies angmented 
the argument: What has engendered 
the deep-rooted opposition to the Amer- 
ican industry may be reasonably asked. 
Primarily it seems to have found its 
inception in the tactics of the so-called 
middlemen, who have been superseded 
by the directness of the manner in 
which the retail and consuming wants 
are supplied. While the opposition 
from this quarter may not have reached 
a stage to warrant action on the part 
of the government, considering that 
the small dealers and consumers were 
reaping the benefits the middlemen haé 
once enjoyed, other factors have come 
to give the question weightier signifi- 
cance. As a basis to create new sources 
of revenue to satisfy the empire’s. con- 
stantly increasing demands, the move- 
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ment to bring about the contralization 
of -all the oil-selling agencies under a 
government jurisdiction is believed to 
be one of} the most attractive schemes. 
Then, too, German capital is known 
to be heavily involved in the oil enter- 
prises of Austria and Roumania, and 
there is undoubtedly much pressure to 
establish the products of these coun- 
tries to greater advantage in Germany. 
The consummation of a government 
monopoly is said to involve a matter 
of something like $100,000,000 for the 
purchase of the various oil interests, 
one that may develop considerable op- 
position in the Reichstag. Whatever 
may be the outcome of this program, 
American petroleum interests are confi- 
dent that a good part of Germany’s 
trade will continue to he assured to 
them on the actual merits of their 
products and the effectiveness of their 
business methods, and there seems to 
be no manifestation of concern over the 
publication of Germany’s_ reported 
prejudice against our industry. 
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THE REFORMATION OF GLY- 
CERINE. 


So radical a change in the character 
of the glycerine market has developed 
since our editorial treatment of March 
4 that it is but fair to accord special 
consideration as to its presen®@ status. 
Our review of last month was based on 
what was then generally agreed to be 
the bearish complexity of the ruling 
conditions, with scant prospects for any 
turn in the course of the market which 
had carried values for chemically pure 
from 26 cents in December, 1910, to 16% 
cents, and for dynamite from 24% to 
14% cents. The crude situation had 
been sharply assailed by a depressed 
state of trade and an unloading by 
speculative interests followed. ‘With 
this factor there operated a weaknegs 
in the dynamite situation to a degree 
to reflect all the more directly its bea#- 
ing upon C. P. The turn, however, 
was destined to be realized sooner than 
the local trade was probably prepared 
for. The redeeming factor was the ac- 
tivity of operations in crude for the ac- 
count of dynamite manufacturers, 
whose interest in the market, after a 
long period of indifference, had un- 
doubtedly been quickened on the proés- 
pects of a renewal of the demand for 
their product with the ‘settlement of 
weather conditions. The cheaper of- 
fers of crude were soon absorbed or 
Withdrawn, both abroad and in this 
country, and the foreign situation 
again began to develop a speculative 
tendency on the long-awaited support 
from this country. Sharp advances in 
crude have lately been reported and 
there is a suggestion of the conditions 
which led to the stirring events of two 
years ago. The movement in dynamite 
glycerine since the turn of the month 
is declared to have satisfied the most 
sanguine éxpéctations, and° comprising 
two-thirds of the total glycerine trade. 
the dynamite market readily became 
the keynote of the general situation. 
In fact, it has shown more of a reeov- 
ering force than the chemically pure 
variety, so that the usual difference of 
one cent between the two has been nar- 
rowed to half a cent. For dynamite 18 
cents has been the reported basis of 
late sales, with further round lots 
sought at that figure, while 18% cents 
represents the bulk basis for C. P. 
This restores the latter to its position 
of late last November, when dynamite 
was available at 16 cents. At the time 
this variety previously commanded 18 
cents last September, the higher grade 
was held at 21 cents, dynamite then be- 
ing relatively the weaker. More confi- 
dent buying seems to have character- 
ized the C. P. market this month, com- 
pensating to an extent for the back- 
wardness of March trading. As the 
season advances the demand is. likely 
to reflect a more conservative attitude, 
but the movement in dynamite is 
counted upon as a fully sustaining 
factor on the general situation. The 
sentiment of the local trade has be- 
come generally bullish both as to C, 
P. and dynamite and refiners do not 
appear to be eager sellers at current 
prices,

St. Louis Pharmacal Concerns in 
Controversy.

Perry, advertising manager of the Wal- 
ker Pharmacal Company, and Eugene 
Berger, bookkeeper of the company, were 
taken Wednesday afternoon in the suit 
of Herman C. G. Luyties against his 
brother, F. Augustus Luyties, which calls 
for an accounting of the affairs of the 
Walker Pharmacal Company and_ the 
ousting of F. Augustus Luyties and J. W.

Dr. Perry said he was present in the 
office of Augustus Luyties in the fall of 
1910, when Herman Luyties protested 
against the way business was managed 
and Augustus Luyties had refused to 
enter his protest in the minutes of the 
company, because. he said, the meeting 
was informal and hence the protest was 
out of order. At the meeting of the 
stockholders and directors of the com- 


pany in the spring of 1911, Dr. Perry said 
Herman Luyties indorsed the work of his 
brother and of the Board of Directors 
for the preceding year. 

Mr. Berger said that since January, 1910, 
all orders for three of the Luyties Homeo- 
pathic Company’s remedies had been 
turned over to the Luyties company with- 


out compensation to the Walker Com- 
pany. Before that time the Walker 
Pharmacal Company had bought the 


remedies from the Luyties Company at 50 
per cent. below the list price, and ha‘ 
sold them to jobbers at 15 per cent, be- 
low the list price.

For Regulation of Opium Traffic. 
DIFFERENCES BETWEEN MANUFACTUR- 
ING DRUGGISTS AND GOVERNMENT 
COMMITTEE SUBSTANTIALLY HAR- 
MONIZED—PROSPECTS FOR EARLY 
CONSIDERATION BY CONGRESS. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, April 19, 1912. 

Probably it will depend upon the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means of the. House 
to reconcile the differences which have 
developed between the manufacturing 
druggists of the country and the com- 
mittee representing the United States 
Government in the proposed plan for 
carrying into effect the convention con- 
cluded at The Hague regarding the con- 
trol by the different countries of the 
manufacture, importation and domestic 
sale ot opium, 

Repeated conferences have been: held 
between the representatives of manufac- 
turers and dealers in opium and allied 
products and members of the government 


committee, which includes Dr. Hamilton 
Wright, on behalf of the State Depart- 


ment; Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Cavell, Collector Loeb, at New York, and 
others. It would seem from the opinion 
entertained by the government officials 
that what amounts substantially to an 
agreement has been reached regarding 
the proposed opium legislation and only 
a few comparatively minor details left, 
but doubtless of importance to the trade, 
are still in dispute. 

As a result of these various conferences 
what has come to be known as the gov- 
eriment bill, as prepared by Dr. Hamil- 
ton Wright and his colleagues, has been 
drafted from the Foster and Cullom bills 
now pending in Congress, and the ques- 
tion now before the Ways and Means 
Committee is as to the introduction of 
this bill in the form it has been prepared 
by Dr. Wright and his colleagues and 
what action the committee will take 
respecting the matter. 

It was understood that the Ways and 
Means Committee was to hold a meeting 
during the present week to consider this 
among other measures and to arrive at 
some determination of the legislation that 
is to be pressed by the committee during 
the remainder of the session. The only 
meeting held during the week was in 
the nature of a conference between the 
Democratic majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee, which was devoted al- 
most entirely te a discussion of policies 
for the remainder of the session, and also 
to a number of minor bills relating to 
customs and customs ports, and no seri- 
ous consideration has yet been given to 
the opium legislation. It is understood 
that either Chairman Underwood or some 
other member of the Ways and Means 
Committee will formally present the gov- 
ernment bill, and when it is before the 
committee an effort will be made to bring 
about an agreement between the govern- 
ment committee and the representatives 
of the manufacturers and dealers in 
opium and kindred products in the expec- 
tation that if such agreement can be 
reached there will be no difficulty in get- 
tling legislation at the present session. 

It appears that as a result of various 
conferences that have been held between 
the representatives of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, includ- 
ing Charles A, West, of Boston, C. 
Mahlon Kline, of Philadelphia, and Albert 
Plaut, of New York, and Dr. Wright and 
others of the government commission, the 
chief differences that have arison grow 
out of the provisions of section 10 of the 
bili and the unwillingness of the represen- 
tatives of the government to include com- 
pound medical tablete containing mor- 
phine, cocaine, ete. The opinion of the 
government committee is that’ these 
tablet forms of drugs should not be ex- 
cluded from the provisions of the law, as 
it would be possible for habitues of drugs 
to obtain a sufficient quantity of these 
tablets to encourage the drug habit. In sec- 
tion 10of thebill thereis a proviso that such 
remedies, which includes cough remedies 
and domestic proprietary preparations, 
shall not contain ‘“‘more than one grain of 
opium, or one-fourth grain of morphine,”’ 
ete. The representatives of the druggists 
have contended that the one grain pro- 
vision should be increased to two grains 
of opium as representing the equivalent 
of the other quantities of drugs men- 
tioned in the paragraph. There is a dis- 
position on the part of Dr. Wright and his 
associates to agree to this. 

There is also some controversy between 
the two sides of this question as to the 
provisions of section 8, requiring returns 
of sales and purchases, and transactions 
under the law being open to inspection, 
and furnishing certified copies, etc. It is 
the ecntention of Dr. Wright and his as- 
sociates that this is one of the most im- 
portant provisions of the measure and 
should be supported by every drugggist 
and other dealer in habit-forming drugs 
if legitimate trade is to be fostered and 
illegitimate trade is to be stamped out. 

Another matter that has been considered 
with respect to the government bill is the 
special tax of $100 per annum, applicable 
to wholesale manufacturing chemists, 
wholesale jobbers, manufacturers, etc., as 
provided for in the first section of the 
bill. The request has been made that this 
special tax be reduced to $50 a year. Dr. 
Wright says that this proposition is im- 
practicable, according to the opinion ex- 
pressed by Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Cabell, who has made a careful 
study of the revenue features of the bill, 
and he states that if a reduction is made 


in the amount of the special tax it would 
necessitate an increase in the internal 
revenue tax of 5 cents per pound, or frac- 
tion, on opium and other taxes imposed 
in section 2 of the bill on drugs of this 
character. From the experience of the 
internal revenue officers in other tax laws 
of this nature they are confident that the 
tax provisions provided for in the bill are 
necessary to the successful operation of 
the laws and to insure that the govrn- 
ment shall not be engaged in policing in 
the interest of the public at a loss rather 
than making the business provide for all 
incidental expenses. 

There are also some differences in re- 
gard to the penalties provided for in sec- 
tion 6, but attention is called by the gov- 
ernment committee to tne fact that sec- 
tion 11 enumerates all the various statutes 
under which punishment would be prc 
vided for under the pending bill, and that, 
in any event, under the statutory provi- 
sions of the existing law with respect to 
the violation of internal revenue acts, 
there is so much discretion left not only 
with the government officials but with the 
courts in imposing penalties that in every 
case where it can be shown that viola- 
tious of the law were inadvertently com- 
mitted and good faith is shown, there 
oe ways and means of remitting penal- 
les. 

In this status of the question, and with 
other issues still coming on between the 
representatives of the manufacturers of 
drugs and the government committee to 
get together the opium, bill, the measure 
is likely to be considefed by the Ways 
and Means Committee within the next 
two or three weeks. :

New Fertilizer Law in Maryland, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, April 18, 1912. 
The fertilizer bill introduced in the 
Maryland Legislature some time ago, 
passed with practically no amendments, 
and has been signed by Governor Golds- 


borough. It makes detailed provision for 
branding mixtures, collecting samples, 
making analyses, and for _ protecting 


brands, and it provides penalties for viola- 
tions of the law. The measure, as intro- 
duced, was entirely satisfactory to the 
trade, and a delegation of fertilizer men 
went down during the session to advocate 


the proposed law, henge the absence of 
any important amendments.

Philadelphia Petroleum Exports. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, April 13, 1912. 


Exports of oil from the port of Phila- 
delphia were given a substantial impetus 
during the past week when five tank 
steamers cleared for foreign ports with 
cargoes totaling 6,788,837 gallons of oil. 
This brings the total for the year thus 
far to 54,343,558 gallons, while during the 
same period in 1911 the total exports of 
the same commodity were 99,647,647 
galions. ; 


The vessels which cleared, the value of 
their cargoes and destinations were as 
follows:—Balakani, for London, with 
1,700,000 gallons of gas oil, valued at 
$70,000; the Charlois, for Antwerp, with 
1,200,000 gallons of refined petroleum, 
valued at $60,000; the Ocean, for Antwerp, 


with 1,188,837 gallons of refined petroleum, 


valued at $48,742.32; Sabine Rickmers, for 
Chinampo, or Chemulpo, or Fusan, with 
1,500.000 gallons of refined petroleum in 
cases, valued at $125,000, and the LaHes- 
bayes, for Antwerp, with 1,200,000 gallons 
of refined petroleum, valued at $60,000.

Review of Sicilian Essences. 
TREATMENT OF CONDITIONS IN COUN- 


TRY OF ORIGIN REGARDS SPECULA- 
TION AS RESPONSIBLE FOR HIGH 
LEMON OIL PRICES. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 19, 1912 
An extended review of the market 
fluctuations in Sicilian essential oils hes 
been sent to the Bureau of Manufactures 
by Consul Arthur Garrels, at Catania, 
Italy, in which it'is stated that present 
conditions: in that country do not war- 
rant the high price of oil of lemon 
These high prices are attributed to local 
speculation and market manipulation. 
Considerable space is given in this re- 
port to a review of conditions with re 
spect to the lemon industry and the pro- 
duction and distribution of oil of lemon, 
from which the following is taken:— 


Several pertinent features have entered 
into local lemon-oll production which did 
not obtain a few years ago. The advent of 
the Camera Agrumaria (the government 


monopoly of citrate of lime) created an 
ever-ready source of revenue for the pro- 
ducer of citrate of lime (the output of 


which goes hand in hand with the produc- 
tion of oll) by enabling him to realize, in 
cash, on the market value of his output 
immediately upon delivery to the chamber’s 
warehouses. This places the manufacturer 
in a position to enter the better into any 
desired market manipulation of oil of 
lemon, 

The earthquake of Messina in December, 
1908, dissolved a common recognized mar- 
ket center for the commodity into a num- 
ber of scattered market centers. This 
tended to lessen the possibility of main- 
taining a more fixed standard of price. An- 
other important, permanent factor which en- 
ters into the production of oil of lemon, ir- 
respective of condition depending directly 
upon the crop, and which affects the qual- 
ity of oll produced, is the price and de- 
mand abroad for fresh lemons. When the 
export demand is good and is coupled with 
high prices a larger amount of fruit is 
diverted into foreign channels than when 
export conditions are not so favorable. 


In a consideration of any features inci- 
dent to the production of Sicilian lemons 
and their by-products it is well to bear in 


mind the complexity of the basic principles 
underlying these. industries. While _ there 
are apparently five or six well-defined 
phases of the industry (growing the' lemons, 
manufacturing by-products, jobbing and ex- 
porting such by-products, preparing and ex- 
porting fresh fruit and peels in brine), the 
business not organized along definite lines. 





A grower, for instance, may be only a 
grower or he may be engaged in one or all 
of the other lines; a manufacturer of by- 
products may also be an exporter of fresh 
fruits, ete. This condition naturally creates 
a diversity of bases of costs and thus pre- 
cludes the possibility of any general, defi- 
nite ratio between cost and selling price. 


When there are added to this the facts that 
the underlying basic vnit of value—the cost 
of producing a crop of lemons—is always an 
unknown quantity, that the business In none 
of its producing phases proceeds along gen- 
erally recognized scientific economic lines, 
that contracts for future delivery must al- 
ways be of a highly speculative nature, it 
will readily be understood how difficult it Is 
sometimes to arrive at even an acceptable, 
plausible explanation of abnormal prices 
and trade conditions. 


The following comments are made in 
the report regarding the conditions with 
respect to the essence of bergamot:— 

The conditions governing the production 
of oil of bergamot are simpler than those 
pertaining to oil of lemon. The district in 
which the bergamot is cultivated is exceed- 
ingly limited; the persons engaged in the 
industry are comparatively few in number 
and have an almost exclusive monopoly of 
that essence. The world’s demand for this 
article is steadily increasing, while the nor- 
mal available supply has decreased some 40 
per cent. during the last three years. When, 
in addition to these permanent causes for 
high prices, there are added crop curtall- 
ments, coupled with the independent posi- 
tion of the producers, unprecedented high 
prices are easily accounted for. 

The decline in the normal production is 
attributed to the facts that the earthquake 


in December, 1908, destroyed groves and 
that there is now less adulteration than 
formerly. Another important factor that 


tends to a steadily decreasing supply is that 
all of the bergamot trees are very old and 
that no young trees have been planted for 
many years. High winds just at picking 
time this season stripped the trees of fruit. 
The factories’ capacity is inadequate to dis- 
pose immediately of any large quantity of 
fruit, and a great deal becomes unfit for 
manufacture through decay. The producers 
of oil of bergamot have received good prices 
during the last few years and are conse- 
quently in a position to withhold their oil 
and dispose of it at will. It is stated that 
a movement to cultivate the bergamot in 
Messina Province has begun by grafting bit- 
ter orange trees with scions of the berga- 
mot. It will. however, be several years be- 
=~ any fruit of a commercial value can re- 
sult.

Large Olive Crops. 
(Special to Oll, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 19, 1912. 
Consul General W. Stanley Hollis, of 
Beirut, reports that low prices resulting 
from the large and good crops of olives 


gathered during the last harvesting have 
diminished the consumption of cottonseed 
oil from Egypt and the United States. 
Prospects for the coming crops of Beirut 
and Lebanon olives are also assuring. 
though two successive vears of excellent 
crops are practically unknown.

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


The Minneapolis Market. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., April 17, 1912. 

Minneapolis crushers assume the same 
indifferent attitude towards flaxseed of- 
ferings as was noted a week ago. With 
an abnormally light consumptive demand 
for linseed oil for this time of year, they 
see no reagon for changing their tactics, 
and only a limited trading in seed is re- 
ported. Nothing but real choice seed 
meets with ready sale. For this buyers 
here paid 1c. under the Duluth May option 
until Monday, but since then bids have 
ranged from 1%@3%c. under the option. 
Other seed, and this large 
percentage of the current arrivals, is be- 
low contract grade and is inclined to drag. 
No. 2 seed sells at a discount of 4@8c. 
under No. 1, and no grade at 10@25c., ac- 
cording to condition and quality. Receipts 
have been liberal, and consequently a 
number of cars had to be carried over on 
track unsold several times this week. 

Perhaps half-a-dozen cars of Canadian 
seed arrives at Minneapolis daily. Cana- 
dian railroads have announced resumption 
of shipments to Port Arthur and Fort 
William. However, there is still some 
congestion of freight in the Canadian 
West, and Minneapolis receipts are ex- 
pected to contain a few cars of Canadian 
seed daily for a week or two yet. 

A Minneapolis grain commission house 
is in receipt of samples of spring-threshed 
flaxseed. They come from an _ interior 
Saskatchewan point. This flax was under 
cover all winter and the seed is in splen- 
did condition. It will grade No. 1 here. 
The commission house expects to receive 
a number of cars of this seed from, this 
one point alone. 

Quite a little Northwestern 

threshed seed is now arriving 
route to this market. It is of 
quality, bright and_= clean. 
waited until the straw was thoroughly 
dry before threshing. A local crusher 
says that the samples of spring-threshed 
seed that he has seen so far have been at 
least equal in quality to fall-threshed seed 
and superior to the average of the seed 
received during the winter. A lot of 
threshing was done the first part of last 
week at different points in North and 
South Dakota, and varying yields are re- 
ported, all the way from 4 to 20 bushels 
to the acre. On the whole, the seed is 
turning out very satisfactorily and bears 
out the old contention that flaxseed will 
stand a lot of grief without serious dam- 
uge. 
Line elevator companies report receipts 
of flaxseed increasing at several stations 
along their lines in the Dakotas. This is 
due, of course, to spring threshing, and 
should mean fair receipts at terminals 
for some time to come. 

Prices at Minneapolis this week have 
been unusually steady. The cash market 
did not follow the option as closely as 
heretofore. If the difference between 
track seed here and at Duluth is main- 
tained it will doubtless result in divert- 
ing the movement from the country to 
the latter market. Shippers watch prices 
closely and naturally send their seed to 
the highest market. There has been some 
criticism made of the published closing 
prices of flaxseed at Duluth on the ground 
that they weer misleading. This has led 
to action on the part of the directors of 
the Duluth Board of Trade, who have 
passed a resolution that they would con- 
sider it a violation of the rules for any 
member to take any action for the purpose 
of establishing a quotation not fairly rep- 
resentative of the price at the moment, 
or to attempt to close the market at a 
tizgure not fairly representative of the 
vulne. Conditions are said to have exist- 
ed in Duluth which were re to 
country shippers of flaxseed, as well as 
to the buyer of oil, and hereafter when- 
ever a trader advances or maintains a 
price on seed, he must show a readiness 
to accept all offers, 

The bulk of the cash trading at Duluth 
is said to be in Canadian seed. This is 
naturally because there has not been 
much Northwestern seed arriving there 
for weeks. The total business being done, 
however, is insignificant, as buyers, have 
contented themselves with picking up the 
limited offerings at sellers’ prices, and 
have not shown any aggressiveness for 
fear of advancing values on themselves. 
Even though oil demand has been 
ported as light, it has not been a difficult 
matter to maintain flaxseed prices be- 
cause of the light offerings. 

Receipts at Northwestern terminals are 
still running far in excess of those of a 
year ago. For the week ended April 13 
Minneapolis received 120,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 12,070 last year. Duluth re- 
ceived 63,925 bushels, compared with 3,835. 
Of the Duluth receipts, 36,725 bushels, or 
52 per cent., were Canadian seed in bond. 
Minneapolis-Duluth reecipts for the crop 
year to date have been 13,687,915 bushels, 
or 5,468,215 more than in the correspond- 
ing neriod a year ago.

LINSEED OIL. 

New business in oil this past week has 
been rather unsatisfactory. Complaint 
among Minneapolis mills is more general. 
One of the most important mills here says 
that on two days last week it did not 
receive a single inquiry. This is some- 
thing very unusual for this time of year, 
but is simply an indication of how close 
consumers are working. They are draw- 
ing more liberally on stocks here on old 
contracts, but are deferring new purchases 
to the last possible moment. Future 
delivery oil can be obtained at a fair 
discount under prompt shipment and, 
while this condition lasts, buyers will 
probably hold off. General asking prices 
for raw linseed oil prompt shipment are 
69@70c. per gallon f. o. b. Minneapolis, 
ear lots, although it is said that sales 
have been made this week at 68c. Even 
the former quotation leaves only a very 
close margin for the manufacturer. 

Speaking of the outlook, one Minne- 
apolis crusher says he does not look for 
any sharp demand this year. He says 
that there will undoubtedly be fair con- 
sumptive buying right along, but no real 
activity. As long as price remains a fac- 
tor of importance, it will be difficult for 
consumers to reconcile themselves to ex- 
isting conditions. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL, 

Export inquiry for linseed oil cake is 
good. Sales are limited by the quantity 
mills have to offer. Their current and 
nearby output is pretty well disposed of 
and future sales are governed by oil de- 
mand.

It is believed that there will be a larger 
movement of flaxseed on the Duluth mar- 
ket in the near future by reason of the 
spring thrashing in North Dakota, espe- 
cially the western part of the State 
Duluth brokers estimate from what in- 
formation they have been able to glean 
from their Western connections that 
about ten per cent. of the flaxseed yield 
of the fall of 1911 has lain under the 
snow all winter. The weather has been 
fairly good, on the whole, for spring 
thrashing of flax, though this has been 
hampered to some extent by the rains. 
Since this spring thrashing begun nearly 
all that flax has been moving to Minne- 
apolis, where it has been sold for the 
most part to Minneapolis crushers, These 
crushers have been bidding for it the 
Duluth May price, but to-day Duluth 
brokers were surprised to notice that the 
Minneapolis market was offering three 
cents under the Duluth price for the flax. 
This natually led them to believe that 
the crushers of that city had become 
fairiy well supplied with flaxseed and 
were no longer eager to buy it. 

The fact that Minneapolis buyers no 
longer care to give the May Duluth price 
for cash flax, and the additional fact that 
navigation will soon be entirely open on 
the Great Lakes, are two good reasons 
for expecting that the flaxseed of North 
Dakota, instead of going to Minneapolis, 
will soon be coming in large voiume to 
Duluth for Eastern shipment. 

Crushers are still holding up the price 
of flaxseed at Duluth. For some days 
the No. 1 American at Duluth has been 
selling for about 26 cents higher than the 
No. 1 Manitoba has been bringing at 
Winnipeg. This condition cannot con- 
tinue any great length of time without 
bringing a great deal of the Canadian 
flax upon the Duluth market, mixed with 
American flax, for the purpose of selling 
the whole quantity as American flax. The 
Manitoba No. 1 is just as good and 
often better than the American No. 1. 
This very thing has happened during the 
present spring. The crushers stopped it 
then by putting the price of Duluth flax 
down far enough so that it did not pay 
to bring in the Manitoba product and 
pay the 25 cent duty upon ,it. After this 
importing practically ceased, the price 
once more went up at Duluth. Of course, 
it is a well-known fact that it is easiest 
to charge a high price for linseed oil 
in America when the price of linseed is 
high at Duluth and no people know this 
better than the American crushers. 

It is believed that the price of Can- 
adian flaxseed will go down in the near 
future on account of the expected influx 
% the seed from the tarms of Saskatch- 
ewan. It is estimated that about one- 
third of the entire crop of that province 
has lain under the snow all winter, and 
wil be thrashed and marketed this spring. 
This means the throwing of a vast amount 
of flax upon the Winnipeg market, and 
as that market to some extent governs 
that at Duluth, it may mean lower prices 
of flaxseed both at Winnipeg and Duluth 
in the near future.

On account of the continued interest 
displayed in many quarters in the pro- 
spective discovery of potash in the United 
the Geological Survey has reis- 
sued a report made by Hoyt 8S. Gale on 
alunite, a potash bearing mineral, found 
in a newly discovered deposit near Marys 
Utah. Special interest attaches to 
alunite, for the potash which it carries is 
believed to commercially solhuble—that 
is, it can be reduced to fertilizing ma- 
terial, for instance, by a simple process 
of roasting and leaching the rock. The 
bulletin issued by the Survey describes 
a vein which is believed to be of consider- 
able size, and although it can by no means 
supply the American demand for potash, 
it may meet local needs. The commercial 
development of this deposit will be of 
groatest importance perhaps in stimulat- 
ing exploration for other similar deposits. 
Alunite has been observed by other mem- 
bers of the Geological Survey at several 
poinis in a numper of Western States, and 
it may therefore be expected that further 
prospecting and investigation will disclose 
deposits that may yield a large tonnage.

Iron Drums for Bean Oil. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 19, 1912. 

In a series of trade notes compiled by 
Consul Albert W. Pontius, at Dalny, re- 
garding Japunese interests in Manchuria, 
the following reference to iron drums as 
receptacles for bean oil is given: 
receptacles for bean oil for 
export are found to be too unwieldly 
encounter a customs duty in Japan 
not being re-expcrted within a fort- 
night of their importation.

Good Prospects for Our Raw Spirit 
Export Trade, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 19, 1912. 

in Germany there are now indications 
that the demand for raw spirits from the 
United States will be permanent, as a re- 
sult of change in policy in Russia, which 
country at present supplies practically all 
of Germany's imports of spirits. Consul 
General Skinner, at Hamburg, gives some 
facts regarding the changes that have 
brought about these new conditions, and 
some statistics regarding imports of spir- 
its into Germany and the sources of such 
lunports during the past year. It appears 
tuat Great Britain furnished about 11,000 
metric tons, Russia 16,600 metric tons, all 
countries only furnished 570 metric 
tons. Commenting upon the new condi- 
tiuns prevailing and quoting from Rus- 
Sian authority, Mr. Skinner says:— 


other 


The Society of Russian Manufacturers of 
Spirits, in reply to an inquiry regarding the 
intention of the Russian Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry to establish a storage warehouse 
in Hamburg to handle the German trade, made 
the following statement, dated March 8, 1912:— 

“The news concerning the foundation of a 
Russian storage warehouse’ is an invention, as 
there is,no need for such an establishment for 
the Russian trade, and for the further reason 
that this. year Russia is unable to export, the 
Russian State Alcohol Monopoly being in need 
ot large quantities to cover its demands, higher, 
prices being pale here than by exporters... The 
plan reférred to, furthermore, is not contem- 
plated tor future execution; on the contrary, 
it is to be expected that from January 1, 1913, 
ond thereafter on Russian spirit will be ex. 
poited to foreign countries, as the Russian 
Minister of Finance intends to make proposi- 
tions to legislative bodies ‘looking to the 
cancellation of the export premiums from Jan- 
uary, 1914, and thereafter.”’ 


This indicates that the German market is 
affected not merely by poor crop conditions, 
but by the probable cessation of an average 
annual import of 15,000 tons of Russian spirit. 
Hence importers in Hamburg, where nine- 
tenths of this business ‘is concentrated, are 
looking to the United States for future sup- 
plies and‘ hesitate to advance further the al- 
ready high prices,

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Senate Committee Reports Adversely 


on Chemical Tariff Revision Bill 

LACK OF OPPORTUNITY FOR FAIR AND 
FULL INVESTIGATION INTO PROB- 
ABLE EFFECTS OF PROPOSED 
CHANGES INFLUENCE ACTION—IN- 
CREASED DUTIES ON RAW MaA- 
TERIALS AN OBJECTIONABLE FEA- 
TURE 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, April 19, 1912. 

Chairman Penrose, of the Committee 
on Finance of the United States Senate, 
has submitted an adverse report on the 
chemical tariff revision bill, H. R. 20182, 
and with the measure thus passing into 
the hands of the Senate the question 
arises as to the chance for the bill pass- 
ing, and, if it passes the nate in any 
form, for a compromise measure being 
agreed upon in conference, and whether 
President Taft will act with respect to 
this bill as he has with all others during 
the special session of Congress, namely, 
veto the bill on the ground that no re- 
port with respect to the conditions of the 
chemical industry and the operations of 
the tariff law thereon, has been made by 
the Tariff Board. 

The report by Chairman Penrose on the 
pending chemical tariff revision bill shows 
in detail the various articles upon which 
reductions in duties have been made by 
the bill as it passed the House and the 
changes by way of increases in duties and 
the effect upon the revenues which would 
result if the bill in its present form be- 
came a law. 

Three specific reasons are set forth by 
Chairman Penrose, representing the ma- 
jority of the Finance Committee, as to 
why the chemical revision bill should not 
become a law. These reasons are sum- 
marized as to the influence upon revenue, 
the radical differences between the char- 
acter of the chemical revision bill and 
of the tariff legislation that has been at- 
tempted in the present Congress, and also 
the general want of consideration on the 
part of the Democratic majority of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and of the 
Democratic majority of the House in 
pushing through this chemical revision 
bill without a full and fair investigation 
into the probable effects of the various 
changes proposed. 

Opinions differ among the Republican 
leaders of the Senate as to what is to be 
done during the remaining weeks of the 
present session as to the various tariff 
bills, including the chemical revision bill, 
that are now pending before the Senate. 
The predominating opinion is that such 
an agreement will be reached between the 
Democratic minority and the _ so-called 
‘Progressive’ Senators as will carry 
through at the present session practically 
all of these tariff bills, including possibly 
the chemical bill, but excluding, perhaps, 
the bill making radical changes in the 
duties on sugar, and which would result 
practically in placing sugar on the free 
list. The reason given for this prevailing 
opinion is that the same course is being 
pursued by the Democrats and progres- 
sive Republicans in this session of Con- 
gress as obtained in the special session 
of last summer, namely, a disposition to 
agree upon reductions in tariff duties in 
order that the bills shall be placed before 
President Taft for signatures to the bills 
or veto in each case, thereby making 
these measures issues in the presidential 
‘ampaign. If President Taft shall do as 
he has done heretofore, there is no doubt 
that all of these bills will be vetoed. It 
is by no means certain that the Demo- 
crats and progressive Senators can reach 
an agreement upon the various details of 
these measures, and it would be remark- 
able if such an agreement can be reached 
on the chemical bill, in view of the fact 
that many of the changes proposed in that 
measure, notably the increased duties on 
raw materials, is very offensive to many 
Democratic Senators. However, when it 
is remembered that the Democratic and 
progressive members of the Senate con- 
stitute a majority of that body, if united 
upon any proposition, supported a much 
more radical chemical tariff bill, which 
was passed and vetoed in the spceial ses- 
sion, it is not unreasonable to expect that 
the present chemical revision bill, as well 
as the iron and steel, and wool bill can be 
earried through at the present session. 
With respect to the sugar bill, which is 
stili pending before the Finance Commit- 
tee, but which doubtless will be adversely 
reported, some doubt exists because of the 
progressive Senators from the beet sugar 
producing States being opposed to such 
radical reductions as the sugar bill pro- 
vides for. This and the opposition of a 
few Democratic Senators from the South 
to placing sugar on the free list makes 
it improbable that a majority can be 
mustered in the Senate to pass the free 
sugar bill. 

Respecting the chemical revision bill, 
Chairman Penrose, in his adverse report 
on behalf of the Republican majority, of 
the committee, says:— 

1. The articles convered by this bill are 
largely used in manufacturing, it being esti- 
mated that about two-thirds of such articles 
are so used. From the census of 1910 it ap- 
pears that there are 11,863 concerns engaged in 
the production of chemicals and allied products 
in this country, with an invested capital of 
$2,000,000,000, consuming about $900,000,000 
worth of raw materials per annum, with an 
output of nearly $1,500,000,000 and with a to- 
tal of over 300,000 persons employed. 

It does not appear that any representations 
have ever been made to Congress by the man- 
ufacturers of chemicals, by the manufacturers 
using such products, or by any other persons, 
looking to a revision of said schedule. On the 
contrary, all of the representatives of such 
industries who have appeared before your 
committee have protested against the enact- 
ment of said bill in whole or in part. 

The rates of duty provided by this schedule 
were considerably reduced by the Payne- 
Aldrich act from the rates of the Dingley act 
previously in force. While the rates on per- 
fumery and toilet preparations, fancy or per- 
fumed soaps, articles in the nature of luxuriés, 
were slightly increased, and a slight increase 
was also made in that act of oxalic acid, glue 
size, greases, sod oi! and barytes to encourage 
their production in the United States, reduc- 
tions were made on the large number of arti- 
cles covered by the following table:—

The imports during the year 1911 of arti- 
cles covered by this schedule were valued at 
$48,869,268, which would indicate that the 
rates of duty now existing are not prohibi- 
tive, but permit the importation of chemical 
products for sale in competition with those 
manufactured in this country.

Your committee, therefore, concludes that 
there is no necessity for a revision at this 
time. 


2. The bill is a radical departure from any 
tariff legislation enacted by Congress, for, 
while other bills have been passed reducing the 
rates of duty, they have all been drafted with 
some reference to protecting the manufacturing 
industries of this country. This bill, however, 
is frankly submitted as a non-protective meas- 
ure. Not only was it so reported to the House 
by the Committee on Ways and Means, but 
such was repeatedly stated on the floor of the 
House bv the member of that committee hav- 

the bill in charge. 

"Titi. the bill in all its details appears 
to have been drafted with this view; since it 
consistently increased the rates of duty upon 
raw materials which manufacturers must use, 
and decreases the rates upon the manufactured 
product. Some of the principal instances of 
this character are the following:—

In addition, approximately 150 articles of 
cn aggregate value of $42,000,000, which are 
now admitted free of duty under the Payne 
act. and which consists principally of raw ma- 
terials used in manufacturing, will be subject 
to duty by this act, as was stated in the re- 
port of the bill to the House by the Committee 
on Ways and Means. 

Many of the articles transferred by this bill 
from the free list to the dutiable, such as pep- 
per, cinnamon, cloves, licorice and balsams, 
are articles of common household use. They 
are not produced in this covntry and cannot be 
profitably produced here. To place them on 
the dutiable list, therefore, would constitute 
a tax without any compensation by way of the 
encouragement of home industry and without 
any possibility of the tax being avoided by 
the preduction of such articles in the United 
States. 

(3) The bill appears to have been prepared 
by a single member of the Committee on Ways 
ané Means: to have been adopted by a ma- 
jority of the committee without odequate con- 
sideration or material change; to have been 
adopted by the Democratic caucus of the 
House of Representatives without amendment; 
and to have been passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives after only eight hours of debate, 
in which it was understood that the majority 
would not permit any amendments to be 
made, and all amendments offered, except one, 
which was of a.purely technical character, 
were rejected. 

Your committes does not believe that a bill, 
the enactment of which would seridéusly affect 
the large number of industries engaged in the 
manufacture of chemicals and of other articles 
in whieh chemicals are extensively used, 
should be passed upon such slight and per- 
functory consideration as was given to this 
measvre in the House of Representatives. nor 
does it believe that it would be advisable to 
attempt any revision until the Tariff Board 
shall have Investigated the subject and made 
a report of the facts necessary to determine 
whether any revision of this schedule should 
bé made, and, if so, exactly what ates of duty 


should be applied, 


National Public Health Service Bill 
Ready for Senate Vote. 


SENATOR OWEN’S MEASURE: MERGING 
VARIOUS GOVERNMENT ACTIVITIES 
INTO ONE INDEPENDENT SERVICE 
DESIGNED TO RAISE STANDARDS FOR 
PROLONGATION OF HUMAN LIFE. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, April 19, 1912. 

With a great variety of changes in the 
measure, compared with the form it was 
in when introduced in the Senate 
originally, the bill proposed by Senator 
Owen of Oklahoma to establish an in- 
dependent public health service has been 
formally reported by the Committee on 
Public Health and National Quarantine 
in the Senate, and Senator Owen expects 
it to pass the Senate within a short time. 

In the report accompanying the bill Sen- 
ator Owen sets forth in detail the changes 
that have been made in the measure and 
un explanation of the different sections 
as they are now presented for the con- 
sideration of the Senate. In addition to 
these points Senator Owen has incorpo- 
rated in his report expressions by public 
mein favorable to the establishment of an 
independent public health service, and 
also some facts and figures regarding the 
supposed loss to the country resulting 
from the want of efficiency in dealing 
with health matters on a large scale. Re- 
garding the various provisions of the bill 
Senator Owen says:— 

“This bill provides for an independent 
establishment to be known as the United 
States Public Health Service, which may 
be called the Health Service, under the 
management of a director of health, to 
be appointed by the President, with’ the 
advice and consent of the Senate, at a 
salary of $6,000 per annum, with tenure 
of six years, unless sooner removed for 
cause. 

“There is transferred to said public 
health service the present Public Health 
and Marine-Hospital Service; that portion 
of the Bureau of Chemistry of the De- 
partment of Agriculture charged with the 
investigation of the adulteration of foods, 
drugs and liquors, and with the execution 
and enforcement of the act of Congress 
relating thereto; and the Division of 
Vital Statistics from the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. 

“The purpose of this bill is to co-ordi- 
nate the present public health activities 
of the United States into one independent 
service, which shall be purely a health 
service, It is proposed to divide the 
health service into the following bureaus 
and divisions, to wit:—(a) Bureau of the 
Public Health and Marine-Hospital Serv- 
ice, (b) Bureau of Foods and Drugs, (c) 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, (d) Bureau of 
Child Conservation, (e) Division of Sani- 
tary Engineering, (f) Division .of Per- 
sornel and Accounts, (g) Division of Pub- 


lications. 

“There is transferred to such health 
service each and every function, au- 
thority, power, duty and jurisdiction of 
whatsoever character which may be vest- 
ed at the time of any transfer in the 
head of the executive department from 
which such bureau, division or other 
branch of the government is transferred, 
and to the extent to which such func- 
tion, authority, power, duty or jurisdic- 
tion pertains to such bureau, division or 
other branch of the government immedi- 
ately upon such transfer being made, to- 
gether with the land, buildings, furniture, 
apparatus, equipment and property of 
whatsvever description and official ree- 
ords that belong to such bureaus, di- 
visions or other branches of the gov- 
ernment so transferred. 

“All unexpended balances of appropria- 
tions available at the time of such trans- 
fer remain available in similar manner 
and to the same extent as if no transfer 
had been made. It does not increase the 
authority of the Public Health Service 
beyond the authority which it has at 
present. 

“Section 7 of the bill authorizes the 
Director of Health to appoint an ad- 
viscry board not exceeding seven mem- 
be as now authorized to be appointed 
by he Sugeon General of the Public 
Health and Marine-Hospital Service. 

“Section 8 of the bill provides for plac- 
ing the conferences of the State and Ter- 
ritorial boards and quarantine and State 
health officers under the jurisdiction of 
the Public Health Service, in lieu of be- 
ing under the jurisdiction of the Public 
Health and Marine-Hospital Service, as 
at present. 

“The act does not abrogate or limit any 
of the rights or duties of any existing 
bureau division, or other branch of the 
government transferred to the Health 
Service, but merely transfers them with 
their present powers. 

“The Director ot Health is directed by 
the bill (section 10) to report to Con- 
gress in writing annually, showing the 
operations of the Health Service, with 
an account of all moneys received and all 
moneys disbursed, and to make _ such 
other reports from time to time as may 
be required by the President or by 
either House of Congress, and such re- 
ports as are in his judgment necessary 
or expedient.”’ 

Quoting from a large number of public 
officials and others in different States, in- 
cluding the Executives of different States, 
President Taft and former President 
Roosevelt, the committee report presents 
the following:— 

“For many years the question of estab- 
lishing an independent Public Health 
Service has been under vigorous and ac- 
tive discussion throughout the United 
States. The matter was discussed on the 
floor of the Senate during the last Con- 
gress, under Senate bill 6049, on various 
occasions. Repeated hearings have been 
held by the Committee on Public Health 
and National Quarantine of the Senate, 
and numerous bills have been introduced 
in Congress bearing upon this question 
which have been thoroughly considered 
in the committee of both Houses. 

“President Taft in his speech at Albany, 
N. Y., March 19, 1910, argued in favor of 
the constitutional right to establish a de- 
partment of health and has recommended 
the establishment of an independent 
health service. 

“Human life could be prolonged an 
average to our entire population of four- 
teen years in the United States if the 
people yore properly informed in self- 
preservation, as was demonstrated in the 

















report on national vitality. The annual 
death loss in the United States is ap- 
proximately seven to the thousand in ex- 
cess of what it should be under improved 
conditions, making an unnecessary loss 
of life in 90,000,000 of people of approxi- 
mately 630,000 men, women and children 
annually, whose lives ought to be saved. 
This annual loss, upon any reasonable 
basis, may easily be estimated at the com- 
mercial value of two thousand millions of 
dollars annually. 

“Nearly as great a loss is due to the 
loss of efficiency and the loss of produc- 
tive power of nearly 3,000,000 persons who 
are sick on an average during the year 
and who must be cared for during such 
preventable illness. 

“The pension roll, which costs. the 
United States over $160,000,000 annually, is 
three-fourths due to death and disease 
which was preventable. During the Span- 
ish War in four camps—Chickamauga, 
Alger, Meade and Jacksonville—there 
were over 19,000 cases of typhoid fever, 
with a loss of 1,40 of the finest young 
men in America, nearly all of which was 
preventable. 

“The preventable deaths in the United 
S.ates were caused by polluted water, im- 
pure and adulterated foods and drugs, 
foul air, bad ventilation, ignorance of the 
health laws. of hygiene, of exercise, of 
foods and of self-care, and to epidemics 
and various preventable diseases, such as 
tuberculosis, typhoid and malarial fe- 
vers. A splendid illustration of what can 
be done is shown in the control of yel- 
low fever in Cuba. In 1896 yellow fever 
deaths in Habana, Cuba, amounted to 
639 to the hundred thousand, but after 
the American occupation and the great 
discovery of James Carroll, Lazier, 
Walter Reed, and Agrimente the death 
rate fell—in 1900 to 124, 1901 to six, in 1902 
none, in 1908 none. Except for this dis- 
covery it would have been impossible for 
the United States to have built the 
Panama Canal, and on the Panama Canal 
the death rate, even in that tropical coun- 
try, is not much more than one-half what 
it is in the United States. 

“The bill provides that the Health 
Service shall not interfere with any of 
the functions belonging exclusively to 
the States nor permit any one to enter 
the premises of private persons without 
the permission of the owner or occupant 
thereof, and shall have no power to reg- 
uiate the practice of medicine or the 
practice of healing, or to interfere with 
the right of a citizen to employ the prac- 
titioner of his choice, or to make any dis- 
crimination in favor of or against any 
school of medicine or of healing. 

“The opposition which has been stirred 
up against the establishment of an in- 
dependent Heaith Service has proceeded 
upon the assumption that the Health 
Service would have the right under this 
bill to interfere with the citizen in em- 
ploying the practitioner of his own choice 
or to interfere with the States in the reg- 
ulation of the practice of medicine or the 
practice of .eaung. The Constitution of- 
fers abundant protection against these 
apprehended evils and the bill permits 
nothing of the sort. It forbids it.’”’ 

With the foregoing statement the com- 
mittee recommends that the bill pass in 
the following form:— 


Be it enacted, etc., that there be at the seat 
of government an independent establishment 
known as the United States Public Health 
Service (which may be called the Health Serv- 
ice), and a Director of Health, who shall be 
the head thereof. The Director of Health shall 
be appointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, at a salary 
of $6,000 per annum and with tenure of office 
of six years, unless sooner removed for cause. 
And said Director shall cause a seal to be 
made for said Health Service, of such device 
as the President approves, and judicial notice 
shall be taken of said seal. 

Sec. 2. That there shall be in the Health 
Service, as assistants to the Director of Health, 
three commissioners of health, two of whom 
hall be skilled sanitarians and one a skilled 
statistician, appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
who shall serve at the pleasure of the Presi- 
dent upon the recommendation of the Director 
of Health. The head cf the Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service, the head of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry, charged with the investiga- 
tion of the adulteration of foods, drugs and 
liquors under the act approved June 30, 1906. 
and the head of the Division of Vital Statistics 
“hall comprise the three commissioners of 
health above established, with the same sal- 
ary for each now fixed by law, respectively. 
The commissioners of health shall perform such 
duties as are required by law and such as 
shall be prescribed by the Director of Health 
not in conflict with the provisions of this act. 
In the absence of the Director of Health, the 
commissioners, in the order above named, shall 
exercise the duties of the Director of Health 
as first, second or third assistant director of 
health. There shall be also a chief clerk, a 
disbursing clerk ard such other employes as 
Congress may from time to time authorize. 
The auditor for the State and other depart- 
ments shall receive and examine all accounts 
of moneys paid in and of moneys expended on 
account of the Health Service, and shall cer- 
tify the balance arising thereon to the Division 
of Bookkeeping and Warrants of the Treasury 
Department, and forthwith send a copy of 
each such certificate to the Director of Health. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the 
Health Service to collect and disseminate in- 
formation relating to the public health and to 
enforce the observance of all regulations and 
laws of the United States relating to the pub- 
lic health: Provided. That this act shall not 
be construed as attempting to authorize the 
Health Service to exercise or attempt to ex- 
ercise, without express invitation from the 
ehief executive or other proper authority of 
the State, any function belonging «exclusively 
to such State, or to enter any premises with- 
out the consent of the owner or occupant there- 
ot; but the Director of Health, upon request 
of the chief executive or other proper author- 
ity of any State, Territory, the District of Co- 
lumbia, or any insular possession, nay detail 
for limited periods an officer or officers, em- 
ploye or employes, from the Health Service 
to assist the health authorities of such State, 
Territory, District, or insular possession in pro- 
tecting the health of the people of such juris- 
diction: And provided further, That the Health 
Service established by this act shall have no 
power to regulate the practice of medicine or 
the practice of healing, or to interfere with 
the right of a citizen to employ the practi- 
uioner of his choice, and all sappointments 
within the Health Service, including the head 
of the service, shall be made without discrimi- 
nation in favor of or against any school of 
medicine or of healing. 

Sec. 4. That to the Health Service are hereby 
transferred the following bureaus, divisions 
and other branches of the government, and 
all that pertains to. them, and. they and each 
of them shall remain under the supervision and 
direction of the Director of Health until 
otherwise autheriaed by law, namely:— 
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(a) From, the Department of the Treasury is 
transferred the Public Health and Marine Hos- 
pital Service, 

(b) From the Department of Agriculture is 
transferred that part of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry charged with the investigation of the 
adulteration of foods, drugs and liquors, and 
with the execution and enforcement of the act 
of Congress entitled ‘‘An act for preventing 
the manufacture, sale or transportation of 
adulterated or misbranded or poisonous or 
deletericus foods, drugs, medicines and liquors, 
and for regulating traffic therein, and for other 
purposes,’’ approved June 30, 1906. 

(c) From the Department of Commerce ani 
Labor is transferred the Division of Vital 
Statistics, Bureau of the Census. 

And the President is hereby authorized to 
transfer to the Health Service at any time 
either the whole or any part, as to him may 
seem hest, of any bureau, division or other 
branch of the government engaged in work 
pertaining to the public health, except the 
Medical Department of the Army and the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy. 


And each and every function, authority, 
power, duty and jurisdiction, of whatsoever 
character it may be, vested at the time of any 
transfer aforesaid in the head of the executive 
department from which such bureau, division 
or other branch of the government is trans- 
ferred, shall, to the extent to which such 
function, authority, power, duty or jurisdiction 
pertains to such bureau, division or other 
branch of the government, immediately upon 
such transfer become vested and thereafter re- 
main vested in the Director of Health. 


All land, buildings, furniture, apparatus, 
equipment and property of whatsoever descrip- 
tion, and all official records and papers, in the 
eustody of any executive department from 
which any bureau, division or other branch of 
the Government is transferred as aforesaid 
and pertaining to the business of such trans- 
ferred bureau, division or other branch of the 
gcvernment, shall at the time of such trans- 
fer, or as soon thereafter as pacticable, and 
In so far as eurh action can be taken without 
hindering the work of the executive depart- 
ment from which such transfer is made, be 
given over into the custody of the Health 
Service. And all unexpended balances of ap- 
propriations available at the time of such 
transfer for the use of any such transferred 
burean. division or other branch of the gov- 
enment. or which may become available there- 
after. shali be and remain available. in similar 
manner ard to the same extent as ff no trans- 
fer had been ma‘e. 

Sec. 5. That within the Health Service there 
shall he the followine bureaus and divisions:— 

fa) Bureau of the Public Healtn and Marine 
Hosnital Service, (b) Bureau of Foods and 
Drugs, (c) Bureau of Vital Statistics, (d) Bu- 
reau cf Child Conservation, e) Division of 
Sanitary Engineering. (f) Division of Personnel 
and Accounts, (g) Division of Publications. 
And the Director of Health is hereby author- 
ized to arrange and rearrange from time to 
time. with the approval of the President, the 
functions, ‘luties, personnel, papers. records 
and property, and the work. resources and 
equipment génerally, coming into the jurisdic- 
tion and control of the Health Service by the 
cperation ef this act, so as most efficiently and 
economically to organize and maintain the 
several bureaus and divisions herein named 
and offices thereof as to said director seems 
proper: but in arranging and rearranging the 
personnel. the rank. pav and allowances of the 
officers of the Public Health and Marine Hos- 
pital Service and of other services commis- 
sioned at the time of the transfer of such 
service to the Health Service shall not. by 
reason of anything in this act contained. be 
dimirished. And the Director of Health may 
eall urnon the heads of executive departments 
for information in their possession wheneve" 
svch information is needed for the efficient and 
economical working of the Health Service. 


Sec. 6 That the President is herebv author- 
ized to detai! officers and emploves from any 
of the several executive departments of the 
eovernment for dutv under the rector of 
Health when «9 requested bv sald director. 
ond to 4etell officers and emploves in the serv- 
ive af the Health Service to any of the execu- 
tive denarimerts upon request of the head of 
aveh denertment. vroevided euch detall can be 
made without nreindice to the public service 
to carry into effect the vurnose and irtent of 
thie act: hut officere end emnloves so detaile4 
shall receive no additional eomnensation ht 
shall he naid such actnel and necessarv addi- 
tiene] exrerses as they incur in the discharge 
of thelr aunties, 

Sec. 7. That the Director of Health mev, itn 
his discretion and with the approval of the 
President. appoint an advisory board cf not 
mere than seven members to confer with him 
vnon his request, from time to time ase he 
deems necessary, concerning the work of the 
Health Service and the health of the neople 
The members of said board shall be selected 
becanse of their snecial knowledce of matters 
relatine to the public heelth. and each shall 
hold office for a term of seven years cr until 
his successor 1s appointed, except that the 
anvoeintments first made. and appointments 
thereafter made to fill unexnired terms and 
terms of members who kave held over bevond 
the periods of their orizinal annointments, shall 
he made so that not more than one member 
No 


shall retire during anv one fiscal ver. 
member of anv such advisorv board shall re- 
ceive anv comnpereation for his services, but 


each sholl be patld all actual exnenses neces- 
sarily incurred in the discharee of his duties. 
And from and after the nassage of this act 
the advisory board fer the Hygienic T«boratory 
ereated hy section 5 of an act entitled ‘An 
act to increase the efficiency and change the 
name of the Tinited States Marine Hoenital 
Service.”’ approved Julv 1, 1902, be. ard the 
same hereby Is, ebolished, 

Sec. 8. That from end after the nassare of 
thie act annval and other conferences of State 
and Territorial hoards of health quarantine 
‘uthorities and State health officers, nrovided 
for bv section 7 of an act entitled ‘‘An act to 
increase the efficiency and chanre the name 
of the Tinited States Marine Hoenital Service."’ 
approved Tulv 1, 1902, he, ard the same pre 


hereby, niaced under the jurisdiction of the 
Prhite Heelth Service 

Sec. 9 That, excent as expressiv provided 
in this act, nothine herein contained shall he 


construed as limiting the existine onarantine 
laws or abrogatine any function. rieht or dutv 
Iimnosed by law upon anv existing bureau, di- 
vision or other branch of the rovernment: but 
such bureaus, divisions and other branches of 
the government as are bv this act or bv au- 
thoritv thereof transferred to the Health Serv- 
ice shall continue, under direction of the NDI- 
rector of Health. to have such functions. duties 
and rights as thev have at the time of such 
transfer: and in the case of such bureans, 4! 
visions and other agencies of the eovernment 
as are transferred in part only. the nart not 
transferred shall continue to have and to ex 
ercise all such functions. duties and riehts, ex- 
cent as snecificallv relate to the part trans- 
ferred to the Health Service, in the same man- 
rer and.te the sare extent as if no such trans- 
fer Had been made. 

Sec. 10. That the Director of Health shall 
annually submit to Coneress a renort in writ- 
ine showing the operations of the Health Serv- 
ice during the last precedine fiecal year, which 
renort shall elve an accownt of all monevs re- 
ceived and all monevs disbrrsed on account of 
such operations: Provided. That there mav he 
emploved in the United States Public Health 
Service such helm as may be provided from 
time to time by Congress. He shall make such 
other reports from time to time as may be 


required by the President, or by either House 
of Congress, and such as are in his judgment 
necessary or expedient. 

See. 11. That all acts and parts of acts con- 
trary to the provisions of this act or incon- 
sistent therewith be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed. 

Sec. 12. That thix« act shall take effect on and 
after July 1, 1912. 


immediately following the favorable re- 
port upon the bill providing for an inde- 
pendent department of public health there 
appeared in the Senate a large number of 
protests against the bill. Among the first 
to be filed were letters and telegrams 
from points in Washington, which were 
presented to the Senate by Senator Jones, 
of that State. The general tone of the 
messages were that ‘‘the Owen bill means 
the establishment of one of the worst 
trusts in our country.” Also, “it is 
fraught with great danger to the liberty 
of every American citizen. Medical free- 
dom will be gone if any one particular 
school has a monopoly. Medical monop- 
oly is the mainspring of the Owen bill.’ 

Some debate ensued between Senators 
Owen and Jones regarding these protests, 
and this was followed by a statement sub- 
mitted by Senator Works, of California, 
who, while protesting against the general 
policy contained in the measure proposed, 
said regarding the Owen bill:— 


“A good many of the objectionable 
parts of the bill have been eliminated and 
every effort has been made to make it 
just as innocent as possible. Neverthe- 
less, it is a part of a system of legislation 
that is going on all over this country 
which is intended to establish a State 
medicine and to place all of the medical 
activities of the government in the hands 
vf one school of medicine; and this ef- 
fort is properly characterized in the tele- 
grams which have been read here in the 
Senate.” 

In the same connection Senator Smoot. 
of, Utah, called attention to a bill which 
he has introduced on the subjert, and he 
requested the Senate to compare his 
measure with that proposed by Mr. Owen 
and gave notice that he would offer his 
bill as a substitute for the Owen bill when 
the subject comes up for consideration in 
the Senate.

Reports from 
India state that new seed from the in- 
terior is coming forward slowly owing 
to scarcity of cars for transporting, 
but the opinion prevails there that this 
country is not satisfied, with the 
quality of Argentine seed and later on 
will be a heavy buyer of Indian seed.

Re- 
garding Argentine seed, consular ad- 
vices from Rosario say that the har- 
vests were completed and thrashing 
well advanced throughout the northern 
half of Argentina during February, 
The almost entire cessation of freight 
movement from January 7 till nearly 
the end of the second month on account 
of railway strikes prevented any large 
quantity from arriving at the com- 
mercial centers. Reports from the 
thrashing, however, confirm the pre- 
existing general opinion that linseed 
will fall below the average, which 
amounts to about 500,000 tons, or 81 per 
cent. of the total output. The linseed 
is said to contain so much weed seed 
that delivery at the established allow- 
ance of 4 per cent.

speculative condition, but there is no 
denying that the supporting pillars are 
resting on a foundation which cannot 
be shaken for a while at least. 


Crude oil has again moved upward 
and offerings are of the same limited 
character at the higher prices as they 
were at lower levels. Severe climatic 
conditions throughout the winter and 
spring months have demoralized the 
seed movement from plantations, and 
the season is now too far advanced to 
afford any material relief. Those in 
close touch with seed conditions con- 
tend that seed prices opened at too low 
a basis to induce a free movement and 
that farmers all year have shown little 
inclination to sell at ruling prices, 
namely, from $16@18 per ton. At present 
as high as $20@23 would be paid if seed 
was in prime shape, but recent rains 
and floods have only tended to deterio- 
rate holdings. The Census Bureau’s 
report stating that 4,918,967 tons of 
seed are to be crushed is a factor in 
favor of higher priced oil. Allowing 
for a 12 per cent. refining loss against 
10 per cent. last season, the refined oil 
output would not show more than 350,- 
000 barrels excess oil over the produc- 
tion from the 1910 cotton crop. The ex- 
port movement alone has taken care of 
the surplus output. Following is a 
summary of the Census’ report show- 
ing the number of establishments, the 
cottonseed crushed and the linters ob- 
tained in each State:—

Advances in lard, tallow, greases and 
unfavorable advices from the South re- 
garding planting operations have al! 
exerted a strengthening influence on 
oil. Compound makers have been 
forced to replenish their oil supplies 
owing to an increased demand for com- 
pound, and the oleo stearine market 
has also scored a substantial advance 
in response to a demand from com- 
pound producers. In some quarters it 
is claimed that the compound trade has 
taken more cotton oil than during the 
previous season. There are also deal- 
ers who believe that the soap kettle 
has absorbed double the amount of oil 
that was taken last season. If these 
views are correct, the statistical posi- 
tion of the market is surely a strong 
one, 

Export trade has continued along 
moderate lines with a fair business 
noted in white oil for South Europe. 
Cable advices give stocks at Rotter- 
dam as 66,912 barrels, Export. ship- 
ment from this port for the week 
amounted to 12,915 barrels, from other 
ports 9,091 barrels, making a total of 
22,006 barrels. These compare with 
28,055 barrels for the previous week. 
Government statistics for the month 


of March place the export move- 
ment from all ports at 48,685,966 
pounds, valued at $2,838,763, against 


25,518,018 pounds, valued at $1,954,219 
for the same month in 1911.

The 
market sustained a slump in the price of all 
grades, with the exception of E and D, from 
22%c. to 45c. The largest declines are in 
pales. As compared with last week’s closing 
quotations the following are the changes in 
price for the week: -W. W. declined 40c.; W. 
G., 45e.; N, 40c.; M, 35c.; K and I, 30c.; H, 
G and F, 22'%c. and B lb5c. Although E and D 
rosims fluctuated some during the week no 
change is shown in making comparison with 
last week. 

Receipts of rosin at this port have been 
away off from those of the corresponding week 
of last season.

Lard, Tallow, Stearines and Greases. 
LARD. 


Sharp advances were recorded in all 
departments of the market during the 
week and new high prices for the year 
were established. The strength in corn 
with a resultant higher hog market 
were features contributing to the ad- 
Vance in lard and the large “bull” fol- 
lowing have experienced nothing tv 
shake their confidence in the future 
course of prices. Heavy stocks being 
carried are entirely ignored and promi- 
nent Western interests appear to have 
the situation well under control. Cash 
trade is quiet. Exports of lard for the 
week amounted to 10,764,765 pounds, 
compared with 12,172,055 pounds for the 
corresponding week last year. City 
steam lard at the close was held at 
10@10%c., prime Western in tierces at 
105%@10%c., and lard compound at 
8144@8'%c., according to brand, quantity 
and seller, 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, April 17, 1912. 


Strength of: the determined character re- 
turned to the lard market at Chicago this 
week and speculative features advanced 50 
to 60c. from the vrevious week's lowest 
point. Firmness in grains, continued light 
receipts and advancing prices of hogs, ad- 
vices from the country indicating smaller 
holdings of swine and cattle in feed lots, 
and an improved demand for cash lard were 
all contributing factors which facilitated 
the return of bulls to power in the specu- 
lative market. Trade was fully as broad 
as at any time in iecent weeks and much 
more active than it has been most of the 
time during the past year, with May closing 
at $10.25; July, $10.45, and September at 
$10.65. 

Thsee prices were 5c. to 7%ec. lower than 
the high spot, the reaction having been 
due to selling for profits and in sympathy 
with a late decline in short ribs rather 
than to any potent bearish factor directly 
affecting the lard situation. During the 
week, hog prices at Chicago made a new 
high average for the past 14 months, corn 
reached new high price marks for the crop 
year, oats sympathized with corn to a con- 
siderable extent, and wheat made sharp up- 
ward gains under the influence of unfavor- 
able crop reports.. The.trend of grain val- 
ues served to attract new investment in- 
terest, much of which was diverted to hog 
products. Local professionals also enlarged 
their operations in lard, and with selling 
pressure of little consequence, excepting 
on the extreme bulges, prices made almost 
steady upward gains. 

Semi-monthly postings of provision stocks 
in Chicago warehouses were of rather bear- 
ish tenor, but had comparatively little ef- 
fect on the market in view of the decided 
bullishness of other factors bearing on the 
situation, The official statement showed 
holdings of lard here on April 15 to aggre- 
gate 111,429 tierces of contract lard and 
5,316 tierces of other lard, as contrasted 
with 107,189 tierces of contract and 5,501 
tierces of old lard held April 1, an increase 
of 4,200 tierces in contract stocks. 

Inquiries for cash lard from the East and 
South were reported as more voluminous 
and premiums were rigidly maintained on 
a comparatively firm basis, round lots of 
regular closing at May figures, or $10.25, 
with small odd lots obtainable at a discount 
of 10@15c. Loose lard was in moderate sup- 
ply and good demand for immediate  ship- 
ment at 35c. under the May price, or at 
$9.90. Leaf lard was sparingly offered and 
wanted at $10.12%, closing steady to strong 
at the price. Neutral met with a fair in- 
quiry and was in limited supply at $11.75@ 
11.87% for No. 1 and $10.37%@10.50 for No, 2. 


TALLOW. 


Although trading has not embraced 
active proportions, the undertone of 
the market is decidedly firmer. Ad- 
vances in lard, eotton oil and higher 
london cables have all had a strength- 
ening influence and a scarcity of offer- 
ings was apparent in all quarters. At 
the London auction 1,646 casks were 
offered and 1,166 were sold at an ad- 
vance of 6d.@9d.

As a corol- 
lary to the increased demand from 
soapmaking interests, prices took a 
turn for the better, and Cochin is 
quoted on spot at 9%c.; shipment, 9%c.; 
Ceylon spot, 9%c.; shipment, 8%c.: 
copra spot, 8%c.; shipment, 8.70c. These 
are the lowest sale prices we learned 
of, but in some.quarters prices range 
from \e. to ¥%e. higher, with the in- 
crease favoring the outside figure. The 
London cable Friday quoted Ceylon at 
£39 17s. per ton for April-May ship- 
ment. Marseilles quotes copra at 89 
francs per 100 kilos. Refuse cocoanut 
oil is to be had at $6.51 per 100 Ibs. 

CORN OIL.—Corn oil advanced twen- 
ty points during the interval.

Friday, for car lots, For less 
amount, $5.90 per 100 Ibs: asked. Sup- 
plies of oil are said to be ample, so that 
the increase in price Came about as a 
result of the big consuming demand, 
both here and abroad.

Denatured, in bond, is quoted at 70@ 
72c. per gallon. Edible grades range 
from 90c. to $1.65 per gallon, according 
to quality. 

PALM OIL.—Palm descriptions have 
been more or less neglected during the 
week. Producing centers are recover- 
ing from the effects of the recent in- 
dustrial strikes, which depressed busi- 
ness generally. The market is quiet. 

Leading interests quote Lagos at 
§4%c., commercial Lagos at 6%c. and 
prime red at 6c. per ‘pound on spot. 
For large lots even these prices may 
be shaded in some quarters in Lagos 
and prime red descriptions. In other 
quarters, Lagos is quoted at 7%c., com- 
mercial at 6%@7c. and prime red at 
6%c. per pound. For futures leading 
interests offer slight concessions and 
64c. for Lagos, 6c. for commercial 
Lagos and 5%c. for prime red may be 
done. Liverpool, under date of April 
4, writes:— 

Our market ruled for the most part of the 
past week with a very listless tone, and with 
an exceedingly limited demand prices declined 
on an average a further 5s. per ton, whereat 
only about 700 tons were sold. The continued 
pressing offerings of Lagos paim oil influenced, 
of course, more or less the other descriptions, 
chieffy soft oils, and the approaching holidays 
were a further factor in the reticence of 
buyers. Palm oil is undoubtedly the relatively 
cheapest raw material, and after the recent 
advance of lard, nut and seed oils, etc., one 
would reasonably expect also a hardening of 
palm oil prices, but as long as the settlement 
of our coal strike remains such a problematical 
one an advance in palm oil prices, of impor- 
tance and duration, is more than doubtful, and 
the more so as we have to reckon with a stock 
of round about 8,000 tons and a visible supply 
of fully 8,000 tons. Lagos is quoted at £28 
and red at £27 5s. per ton. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Liverpool 
quotes $8.46@8.57 for English and $8.19 
@8.30 per 100 lbs. for German palm 
kernel oil. These prices indicate an 
unchanged market in primary centers, 
but the local market manifested activ- 
ity the latter part of the week. Prices 
accordingly were raised to 8%c. per 
pound on spot and 8.40c. per pound for 
nearby delivery. 

PEANUT OIL.—Soapmaking descrip- 
tions are held on the basis of 6%@7%c. 
per pound, according to dealer. Trad- 
ing is reported to be very quiet. In 
the edible salad grades 96c. per gallon 
f. o. b. New York is quoted for lots 
under 25 barrels. This figure may be 
shaded for amounts larger than this. 
Edible grades are quoted at 88@90c. 
per gallon. 

RAPESEED OIL.—The market is 
easier than during the previous inter- 
val due to the arrival of new crop 
oil. Dealers, however, are making no 
concessions beyond those noted last 
week. Oil on spot appears to be ample 
enough to meet all requirements. The 
quotations are:—Refined, 67@69c. ; 
blowh, 71@74c.; burning French, 74@ 
82c.; dark, 52@64c., and single refined, 
65@67c. per.galion. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—With good sup- 
plies in primary markets, the situation 
in soya bean oil in the local market 
is easy and generally quiet. Hull 
crushers have sent considerable quan- 
tities of soya bean oil to Austria, Bel- 
gium, Franee, Germany, Holland and 
Italy during the past two weeks. Amer- 
ica has received a relatively small pro- 
portion of the Hull production. De- 
spite this, oil on spot is quite plenti- 
ful in the local market, and is avail- 
able at 61gc. per pound for all grades 
in some leading quarters. Other in- 
terests quote 64%@7c. per pound for oil 
on spot, with a fraction of a cent of- 
fering for future position. Trading has 
been quiet, but improved somewhat the 
latter part of the week,

LARD OIL,—The market in lard oil 
continues to hold firm for all descrip- 
tions. The cost of raw materials is 
high and this has naturally limited the 
amount of pressed oils. The foreign 
demand, while largely negligible, is 
picking up slightly, but only about 50 
barrels of lard oil were exported dur- 
ing the week. Domestic demand is 
not large from any particular quar- 
ters, but is fairly well distributed for 
relatively small amounts. As a re- 
sult dealers are inclined to quote at 
outside tigures. The general tone of 
the market is stronger, but actual sales 
during the interval have not been much 
above normal. The quotations follow:— 
Prime winter, 80@85c. per gallon; off 
prime, 65@68c. per gallon; extra No. 
1, 55@60c. per gallon; No. 1, 52@53c. per 
gallon, and No. 2, 40@52c. per gallon, 
depending on quality and dealer.

MENHADEN OIL.—Pressed grades 
of menhaden oil came in for better in- 
quiry and in some quarters good trad- 
ing was reported. The reason ascribed 
to the improved condition of the mar- 
ket is the upward trend taken by com- 
peting vegetable oils. Crude oil is 
moving in a very limited way. Further 
inquiry into the large sale, which we 
received news of just before going to 
press last week, indicates that the in- 
formation was not substantiated. A 
sale of a fairly large quantity of crude 
oil was made on the basis of 26c. per 
gallon; but we have reason to believe 
that the amount was far under 12,000 
barrels. Stocks of crude oil on hand 
are large, and fishing interests are now 
preparing to begin the new season by, 
or shortly before June 1. The quota- 
tions are:—Southern crude, 28c.; North- 
ern crude in limited amounts, 35c.; 
brown and light strained, 40c.; yellow 
bleached winter, 44c., and white bleach- 
ed winter, 46c., per gallon. Some houses 
quote ic. higher on refined grades, but 
leading first hands are offering freely 
at the foregoing prices. 


NEATSFOOT OIL.—Taken as a 
whole, improvement was noted in the 
neatsfoot oil market during the in- 
terval. ‘Trading is confined to jobbi 
lots and oil is moving at unchange 
prices. The quotations are:—Forty-de- 
gree cold test, 75@80c. per gallon; dark, 
55@65e. per gallon; 20-degree cold test, 
94@99c. per gallon, and 30-degree col 
test, 88@95c. per gallon.

Venezia, protest 535,099, somewhere between 
l and 15 per cent. was stated by the wit- 
ness to be cultivated seed. On account of this 
mixture it is-claimed by the government that 
the whole quantity should be assessed as gar- 
den celery seed on the theory that where two 
kinds of goods are mixed it is not the duty of 
the government official to make the separa- 
tion, but that assessment of duty should be 
made as though thes whole importation was of 
the same kind as that bearing the highest 
rate of duty. This rule of law, we think, is 
a reasonable one and should be applied in such 
cases as cited:—United States v. Ranlett, 172 
U. S., 188; United States v. Brewer, 92 Fed. 
Rep., 341, 348, and similar cases. ‘This case, 
however, we think is distinguished from those. 
In this case the cultivated celery seed has, in 
our judgment, lost its identity or standing as 
seed of the garden or cultivated celery because 
of its having been mixed with so much larger 
quantity of the wild celery and because of the 
impossibility of separafing it from the wild 
seed. Even though it might be separated, the 
labor involved would make it unprofitabie, and 
the facts show that it could not ve separated 
without destroying it for germinating purposes, 
as such separate seed would nave to be cut 
for examination under the microscope. In this 
ease there can be no fraud on the govern- 
ment because the mixture of the cultivated 
eelery seed with the wild celery seed does not 
enhance the value of the wild seed for the 
purposes for which it is imported, to wit, drug 
purposes. We think the conclusion reached by 
the witness is correct; that is, that what ap- 
pears to be the garden celery variety is such 
scattering seeds as have not completely re- 
verted to the original type, or such cultivated 
celery seeds as have become worthless as a 
germinating seed and been discarded for that 
purpose and mixed with the wild ‘seed for 
medicinal purposes. In either case we think 
it has lost its identity as a garden celery seed, 
and should be classified as claimed by the im- 
porters. The protests are therefore sustained.

presented in the House, H. R. 
Representative Mott, of New York, in- 
tended to amend section 11 of the Pure 
Food and Drugs law by making the fol- 
lowing addition thereto:— 


The Secretary of Agriculture shall, within 
ten days after the time of hearings, as direct- 
ed in section 4 and section 11, give notice in 
writing to the owner, consignee or party from 


whom samples were obtained of his decision 
as to any violation of any of the provisions of 
this act. Within ten days thereafter the said 
owner, consignee or party from whom samples 
were obtained shall have the right to protest 
against such decision, in writing, setting forth 
fully the grounds for such protest, and the 
matters in dispute shall be referred for de- 
cision to a board of three United States gen- 
eral appraisers designated by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, which board shall grant full op- 
portunity to the owner, consignee or party 
from whom samples were obtained to present 
all evidence before it within thirty days from 
the time of such appeal; and the decision of 
such board shall be final and conclusive unless 
appealed from by either party to the United 
States Court of Customs Appeals in the man- 
ner and form provided for in customs cases.

SULPHIDES, NO. 28,261. 

Alkali and alkaline earth metal sulphides are 
cbtained in a directly marketable condition by 
reduction of the corresponding sulphate in a 
shaft furnace by the use of a small excess of 
earbonaceous material, such as coal. The 
excess of coal serves to reduce the lost traces 
of sulphate in the tapped-off melt, and to 
eause the latter to be loosened by the gases 
produced. The furnace is water-jacketed, and 
is first filled with large pieces of coal, prefer- 
ably containing but little ash. Sulphate and 
coal are then charged continuously into the 
furnace. The melt is tapped off continuously 
or intermittently, and the sclidified sulphide 
may be pulverized, for example, in a ball mill. 
If crystallized sulphides are required, the melt 
is allowed to flow directly into water and the 
hot saturated solution so obtained filtered and 
the crystals separated in a cold stirring ves- 
sel. It is preferred that in all‘these opera- 
tions the access of air should be avoided.

Details of Important New Patents. 
GLUES. 
A process for the manufacture of glues,

M. Neild, Toronto, Canada. The patent 
number is 1,023,523.

1. The improvement in the manufacture of 
glue, consisting in preparing a glue liquor, 
treating such liquor with acid to precipitate 
chondrin, separating the chondrin from the 
liquor, then treating the liquor with alcohol 
to precipitate glutin, separating the glutin 


from the liquor; and finally mixing the glutin 
and the chondrin in such proportion as will 
produce a glue of the desired strength. 

2. The herein described glue, consisting of

The market for crude has been estab- 


lished on a firmer basis during the in- 
terval, the most significant change be- 
ing the advance of 3@5c. in the Penn- 
sylvania grades, bringing the higher 
varieties to $1.55 and the lower to $1.05 
@1.15. The mid-continent product was 


also marked up 2c. to 64c. Operations in 
the Eastern fields have been facilitated 
by more favorable weather conditions, 
but so far as completions are concerned 
there was no change from the record 
of the former week, 110, but the new 
production was less, 6,535 barrels, as 
compared with 7,065 barrels previously. 
West Virginia fell to second place in 
completed work, but maintained the 
lead in new production. Southeastern 
Ohio was the scene of the greatest 
number of wells brought in, but the 
new production was comparatively 
light, many of the wells being gassers. 
In West Virginia the Blue Creek pool 
of Kanawha county commands leading 
interest, and the prolificness of the for- 
mation is still evidenced by wells of 


exceptional capacity, although prob- 
ably not up to the earlier showing. The 
older producers continue to show a 


declining tendency, but in some in- 
stances the practice of shooting has 
been resorted to with marked results. 
One of the wells responded with 570 
barrels the first fifteen hours, and an- 
other with 427 barrels as a full day’s 
output. The decline, however, is rapid, 
but with the stimulated and new pro- 
duction the pool maintains a creditable 
record. There have been no new de- 
velopments as to possible extensions of 
the producing limits. What has been 
the feature of Pennsylvania operations, 
the Canonsburg town-lot development 
of Washington county, is on the wane. 
Dusters have been the rule of recent 
drilling, and there are but two wells 
credited with 50 or more barrels a day. 
In the Northwestern Ohio field interest 
has centered in a completion in Mus- 
kingum county, which, lying twenty 
miles south of the Bremen-Junction 
City field, opens possibilities of an ex- 
tension. The well produced 325 barrels 
under agitation the first twenty-four 
hours, but fell to 240 barrels the sec- 
ond day. In the Straitsville end of 
Perry county the wells are coming in 
with a capacity to sustain interest to 
a keen degree, and some of the old 
wells are showing unusual _ staying 
qualities, the best one credited with 
250 barrels. A new development near 
Wooster, Wayne county, O., is attract- 
ing much interest, and the bringing in 


of five wells averaging 50 barrels each a 
day ig believed to mark a field of con- 
siderable promise. Some of the larger 
companies are conducting operations in 
the district. Kentucky operations have 
been of a more encouraging character 
during the week, some fairly good re- 
sults having been attained. Wayne 
county presented a century producer in 
the Griffin pool, not far from the well 
of similar capacity in the lower end of 
this extension. In Wolfe county the 
new extension of the Campton pool was 
the scene of a completion estimated at 
50 barrels. Interest in Lawrence coun- 
ty is sustained by the confidence that 
the formation is a continuation of the 
Berea grit of West Virginia, but no 
wells of unusual capacity have been 
drilled in the Kentucky end. Another 
section of the State that is regarded 
with promise is Ohio county, in the 
western end, where the first strike is 
reported. a well producing 20 barrels 
daily. The next few months, it is be- 
lieved, will prove the most active in 
the history of the Kentucky field. 

Advices on the Lima fields of North- 
western Ohio and Indiana indicate no 
practical change in the week’s results, 
both completions and new production 
being almost the same as previously. 
Development work is on the wane 
throughout the field and a revival of 
interest is not regarded as promising. 

Our Illinois correspondent writes of 
more favorable conditions which have 
stimulated field work, although com- 
pletions for the week were not quite up 
to those formerly noted, 21, as against 
22. The new production for the week 
under review was higher, 1,780 barrels, 
as compared with 1,630 barrels. Some 
fairly good wells were brought in dur- 
ing the current week in Lawrence 
county, the best being estimated good 
for 200 barrels. In addition to the ad- 
vance in crude, an interesting develop- 
ment of the week in the mid-continent 
field was-the bringing in of a gusher 
well in the Pawnee pool, which started 
at the rate of 75 barrels an hour. When 
first drilled it was rated as a 60-barrel 
producer, but deeper drilling brought 
the well to its higher capacity. The 
success of deep sand tests at Cleveland 
and other sections of Oklahoma is 
stimulating interest in similar develop- 
ments elsewhere Encouraging reports 
are coming from the field northeast of 
Coffeyville.

‘Ihe teature of the naphthas during 
the week has been the advance in ex- 
port prices, 14c. on all varieties except 
86 degrees gasoline, which was in- 
creased by lc. Revised figures will be 
found in another column. ‘The move is 
justified by the general strengthening 
tendency of petroleum products supple- 
mented by a continued good demand, 
which is exemplified by early govern- 
ment figures, recording the total ex- 
ports during March as 8,383,982 gallons, 
as against 6,459,334 gallons for the same 
month in 1911, while the aggregates for 
the nine months of tne fiscal year are 
54,085,175 gallons for the earlier and 
81,164,436 gullons for the later period. 
Clearances from the local port for the 
week comprised 5,949,695 gallons, while 
previously were noted 4,022,360 gallons.

Lubricating Oils. 


The market has continued along un- 
eventful lines, so far as trading and 
price developments are concerned. The 
general demand is still of a conserv- 
ative character, with little disposition 
to operate beyond the more pressing 
wants. Apparently the same measure 
of firmness prevails incidental to the 
crude situation. Advance government 
figures report the exports of lubricating 
oils for March as 17,166,305 gallons, 
against 16,670,018 gallons for the same 
month last year. For the nine months 
ending March the quantities were 137,- 
402,953 gallons in 1912 and 123,664,296 
gallons in 1911.

Eastern Petroleam Review. «6 
(From the Reporter’s Field Cerrespondent.) 
Montpelier, Ind, April 24, 1912. 

A review of the high) grade petroleum fields 

east of the Mississippi, River, comprising Mli- 

nois, Indiana, Kentuck;y, Northwestern, South- 

eastern and Central Ohio, West Virginia, 


Pennsylvania and Southern New York, for the 
week, while showing a decline in completed 
work, is no criterion that there is any lull 
in development work, for the trade is only 
getting its second start of the year. . Bad 
weather, high waters and mud have played 
important parts in the development work since 
the first of the year, and now that better 
weather is promised there will soon be a 
strong revival in all the fields. 

Central Ohio appears to be one of thé main 
attractions at this time, owing to the finding 
of oil in many spots which were looked upol 
as only good for gas wells. During the week 
in the southwestern corner of Muskingum 
county, the Planet Oil and Gas Company 
drilled in a test well on the Ankrum lands, 
in Hopewell township, that produced close to 
100 barrels, and being a little in advance 
the territory known as the Johnson pool, makes 
that part of Muskingum county look mor¢ 
profitable for oil than for gas. About thirty- 
five miles further north during the week the 
Ohio-Rochester Oil and Gas Company drilled in 
a 80-barrel producer on the Col, George Craw- 
ford farm, in Pike township, in the south- 
western corner of Coshocton county, but the 
banner well for the Central Ohio region is a 
purely wildcat venture found by the Ohio Oil 
Company on the Reed farm, south about three 
miles from Wooster, Ohio, on the Reed farm. 
This well .shows for better, than 100 barrels 
and makes the territory south of Wooster and 
the southern part of Wayne county look to 
be equal to anything yet found in the central 
section of Ohio. There have been hundreds of 
new locations made over the vast area of ter- 
ritory, and an active drilling compaign will 
soon be started, headed by the large gas com- 
panies that control the larger amount of acre- 
age. If large gas pools are discovered there is 
a. possibility of new gas lines being laid from 
the gas fields to Detroit, Mich., and Indian- 
apoliss Ind. 

The new well of the Ohio Oil Company in the 
suburbs of Cleveland, at Newberg, in Cuya- 
hoga county, Ohio, is not as prolific as was 
at first supposed, as the production only 
amounted to about five barrels, instead of 25 
barrels, as first reported. After the shot the 
well did not show as prolific as before the 
nitroglycerine was exploded. Other wells will 
be drilled near Newburg, owing to the good 
staying qualities of the Newburg Brick and 
Tile Company’s well on their property only a 
few hundred feet west from the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany’s new well. Much lease work is under 
progress in the southern part of the State, to 
the south of the Gore-Straitsville productive 
pools. It is doubtful if the oil or gas will be 
found im the Clinton formation to the south, 
but instead oil or gas will be found in the 
Lima formation, far above the Trenton or 
Clinton sands. There is no oil or gas in the 
Trenton limestone in the Central Ohio field, 
especially in Hocking and Perry counties, as 
three deep tests have been made to a depth of 
over 4,500 feet. 

The leading topic of conversation in the 
Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio is the pros- 
pect of finding oil universally over the field 
at a great depth in the producing formation. 
This deep drilling’ has been successful in the 
eastern edge of the field, near Tiffin, in Sen- 
eca county, but whether it exists in the older 
producing regions remains to be seen, as very 
few deep tests have been made in the twenty- 
five years that the field has been producing 
oil in commercial quantities. Those familiar 
with the formation are sanguine that the tests 
will be the most important developments of the 
year. Several deep wells are now under way 
in the vicinity of Tiffin, two are located at 
least two miles in advance of present deep 
producing wells, while one is at least several 
miles away and another about twelve miles. 
All the tests are on the eastern edge of the 
oll Trenton limestone field. In the Indiana 
end of the Lima field several deep tests will 
be made during the summer, and it is hoped 
that paying gas wells will be found at a great 
depth, as well as petroleum, as gas can be 
used to good advantage in pumping the old 
wells now left in the field. If gas would be 
found less old wells would be pulled out, for 
with gas for fuel purposes small wells would 
be a good paying proposition, 

The Tllinois fleld needs the opening of some 
new productive pool outside of developments 
to revive interest, but as it is there is nothing 
in sight but the deep sand fields of Lawrence 
county, which has an abundance of territory to 
drill, but the territory is all taken up. Some 
locations remain in Clark, Crawford and Cum- 
berland counties. 

Kentucky is the center of interest, and much 
work will be accomplished during the coming 
summer. This work will not be confined to the 
old oil belt, but new‘ones will be looked for. 
The finding of an exceptionally .fine producer 
five miles east from the Campton field, In 
Wolfe county, causes no end of excitement, 
and much leasing at good bonus prices pre- 
vails. Lawrence county, in the Big Sandy 
Valley, is another section now closely watched 
for its nearness to the famous Blue Creek 
gusher fields of Kanawha county, West Vir- 
ginia. 

The March figures in the high grade fields 
showed .a total of 445 wells completed, 96 dry 
holes, 59 gas wells, 86 old wells abandoned and 
a& new production of 14,570 barrels. The runs 
and deliveries from the various high grade 
fields for March were of interest, there being 
a total run of 4,467,898.30 barrels, deliveries 
of 9,354,112.92 barrels, and at the close of the 
month the stocks on hand amounted to 29,- 
769,707.37 barrels. The runs and deliveries by

West Virginia. 


Operations are progressing rapidly in nearly 
all sections of the Little Mountain State, and 
now that the weather is favorable for the de- 
velopment of an oil field, active work will be 
starting in all directions, and this year should 
prove the most active in the State that has 
been witnessed for a number of years. 

A new development that is attracting the 
operators at the present time is located in 


Clay county, where active operations have been 
under way for some time. The completions 
are not as large as the wells in the Blue Creek 
field in Kanawha county, but they are impor- 
tant tests. The largest completion that has 
been turned out in the new field for some 
time is the Koontz Oil and Gas Company’s in- 
itial test on the Charles Samples farm, which 
produced seventy-five barrels a day, when it 
was drilled in the sand, but its production 
was increased to 100 barrels when it was put 
on the beam. The United Fuel Gas Company, 
also drilled in a thirty-barrel producer about 
one and a quarter miles northeast of the Sam 
ples well. Davenport and others also com- 
pleted a small well in the same vicinity. 

The territory in the vicinity of these tests 
is held under lease by the Standard subsidia- 
ries and this takes in a large scope outside of 
where the tests are now drilling, 

The Griffinsville pool, in Lincoln county, 
should not be overlooked, as the Big Creek 
Development Company and the Holley Oil and 
Gas Company are completing some fine wells. 

Development work is also improving in Har- 
rison county, and before many more weeks 
operations will be in full swing. Ten Mile, 
Sardis and Eagle districts will probably re- 
ceive the more thorough testing, as some good 
producers have been found in each district. 
These districts have not been thoroughly de- 
veloped, and plenty of room can be found for 
extensions and in some places a new and pro- 
ductive pool may be discovered. The Shinns- 
ton pool was discovered in this county about 
three years ago, and, while .it lasted it was 
one of the most productive pools that has ever 
been discovered in the Little Mountain State. 

Marion county is coming to the front now 
and then with a good producer, the latest to 
be completed in Mannington district being 
the Pope Brothers and others’ initial test or 
the McIntyre farm, which is good for sixty 
barrels a day. Some new work is under way, 
and the county should receive a fairly good 
test during the summer months. Although 
the Church district, in Wetzel county, has 
not been coming to the front lately with any 
good producers, quite a number of wells are 
under way and starting. Grant district is 
also very active in the drilling line, and a 
number of new wells will be started in the 
near future. 

Ritchie county seems the most promising in 
the shallow sand fields. as this countv has 
more undeveloped territory than any other of 
the shallow sand fields. Jackson county has 
received a small smount of development the 
past several months, but the best that can be 
found is small wells, and they do not hold 
their production very well. This county with 
Braxton has a large amount of undeveloped 
te tory, but they will probably be held in 
reserve. In Monongalia, Lewis, Upshur, Wood, 
Tyler, Fayette and Mason county the gas con- 
cerns have been busy operating for a long 
period and they will continue active operations 
in all fields. Wirt county has nothing to of- 
fer, and hardly a drilling well can be found. 
Roane county is receiving a good testing, but 
the wells are but small strippers. 

The Blue Creek field in Kanawha county 
came to the front with some good producers 
during the week in review which gives the 
pool an increase in new production. although 
some of the older wells in the pool have 
started to decline. 

A good deal of shooting is going on in the 
field. 

The Copenhaver No. 6 is among the best 
wells in the field, and it will probably be good 
for a long time for a profitable daily produ.- 
tion. The initial flow of 4,800 barrels per day 
would indicate a permanent production of not 
less than 1,000 barrels. Three other wells are 
drilling on the company’s tract—the Nos, 3, 
8 and 9. At the rate the good producers are 
coming in on this tract it will rival anything 
in the pool. The No. 5 well, which was com- 
pleted the previous week, is the largest well 
in the pool. but a decline will probably take 
place in the near future. The first two tests 
on this tract were completed early in the 
present year, and both did not produce over 
20 barrels each when drilled in, 

Other operations in the pool are progressing 
rapidly Among the several very promising 
wells now under way is the Schoolhouse lot 
No. 2 which is being drilled by the Moorezell 
Oil Company The well is located 800 feet 
from the No. 1 well, which started with a pro 
duc .on of 850 barrels a day. The well is now 
drilling at 1,150 feet and should be in within 
the next ten days. 

Three more good wells completed the past 
week were the Ohio Fuel Oil Company’s initial 
test on the George Keeton tract, good for 150 
barrels a day, and the Davidson & Gates Nos. 
5 and 6 on their own tract. The No. 5 well 
is good for 500 barrels a day, and the No, 6 
produced 750 barrels the first 24 hours. Ad- 
ditional locations have been made and in a 
short time a number of wells will be under 
way. 

In the north part of the pool the Ohio Fuel 
Oil Company completed its initial test on the 
J. H. Copenhaver tract and the well produced 
close to 9) barrels a day. This well is lo- 
cated northeast of the good producer of the 
Stienbeck well on the Wiley tract, and it shows 
that the territory to the north is not as prom 
ising as to the northeast where the good com- 
pletion on the Brown tract has started activ@ 
operations in that section. The northeastern 
section looks all the much more promising, 
due to the completion of the No. 6 Choe Co- 
penhaver and the good well on the E. §. Jones 
tract, which is known as B-2. The Brown 
well is still good for over 1,000 barrels a day, 
but has not been flowing regularly. Another 
important well that is drilling to the north®™ 
east is the Blue Creek Development Company's 
initial test on the Arthur Davis tract, located 
one and one-half miles northeast of the Brown 
well.

Operations are on the wane in the high- 
grade fields of Pennsylvania, due to the 
failure of the Canonsburg town-lot develop- 
ment to show signs of production, as the 
field has been well defined inside of defined 
limits. The older wells in the pool have all 
fallen off, and there are only a few that are 
producing above 50 barrels a day. Opera- 
tions are still going on outside of the bor- 
ough limits, but only smal! wells are being 
found, and the operator is not looking for 
the wells in the stripper class. 

Allegheny county is leading in the Penn- 
sylvania operations. The wells that are be- 
ing completed are small wells or gassers, 
and a large producer is found in some places 
right among a number of dry holes and 
gassers. Near the hamlet of Dorseyville the 
National Oil Company has completed its 
test on the Myers tract, and the well is 
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showing for a smail producer. Cypher and 
others have also completed a test on the 
‘Tempier heirs’ tract, and a slight gas pres-

Illinois Oil Field.

Operations have taken on new life in the 
Illinois fields since the weather has moc- 
erated, and work will soon be started in an 
active way. 

The deep sand fields of Lawrence county 
will probably be the most thoroughly tested 
unless a pool is found in some other sec- 
tion of the State. Last season active opera- 
tions were going on in all sections, especial- 
ly in the Carlyle pool, in* Wade township, 
in Clinton county, but the pool has been 
well defined and small producers are the 
rule nowadays. 

Lawrence county was the scene the past 
weck of a 100-barrel producer of Snowden 
Brothers on the Piper farm, in Lawrence 
township. The well is the No. 14 and found 
its production in the Kirkwood sand at a 
depth of 1,550 feet. The Ohio Oil Company 
completed its No. 50 on the King farm, 
in the same township, and the well pro- 
duced sixty barrels. Another good comple- 
tion was the Kewanee Oil and Gas Com- 
pany’s No. 16 on the Catherine Stallings 
farm, which produced seventy-five barrels. 
Dennison township, Lawrence county, also 
came to the front with a fine well on the 
McGee farm, which is estimated good for 
206 barrels, it being the Ohio Oil Company’s 
No. 12 well. 

Cumberland county came to the front also 
with the best producer that has been com- 
pleted in that section for some time. The 
well was located in the Siggins pool and 
was the Ohio Oil Company’s No. 10 on the 
Haworth farm, good for eighty barrels a 
day.

Kentucky Petroleum Field. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., April 17, 1912. 


Kentucky petroleum operations are grad- 
ually recovering from the heavy floods and 
bad roads, and results for the past week are 
a little more encouraging. At the same time 
numerous rigs are still out of commission 
all over the field as the result of damages 
from high water, while in some sections the 
mountain roads are impassable. In the 
Eastern Kentucky district operators this 
week have been busy restoring rigs and 
mending broken pipe lines, caused by the 
torrent which swelled the headwaters of the 
Kentucky River. In the Beaver Creek field 
of Floyd county a number of rigs were de- 
molished and swept away, while much dam- 
age was caused of sections of pipe line be- 
ing washed out. Several tanks of oil were 
washed away. 

Another good strike was made in the 
Wayne county pool, in Southern Kentucky, 
early in the week, an oiler in the Griffin 
pool showing for 100 barrels daily. The late 
strike is not far removed from the recent 
century producer drilled in the lower end of 
the Griffin extension. In the same district 
a dry hole was drilled by the producing 
branch of the Standard Oil Company, the 
earliest to exploit this new field. Only one 
other completion was made in Wayne coun- 
ty for the week, a well of small size being 
drilled at Stubensville. Few new rigs have 
been erected in Wayne county lately, al- 
though a great amount of new drilling is 
Planned and will be started just as soon as 
the roads permit the movement of ma- 
chinery. Portable rigs are used for the bulk 





of the drilling in Wayne county, and de- 
velopments are carried on more rapidly. 
The trend of the drill is now toward the 
eastern and southern sections of the county. 
The field has already been greatiy widened 
this year by the numerous test wells along 
Rock Creek, and operators expect during the 
summer to extend production across the 
Tennessee line. A new field is being devel- 
oped in McCreary county, bordering Wayne, 
and a profitable production has aiready been 
proven. ln this region, embracing Wayne 
and McCreary counties and a smaii portion 
of Tennessee bordering Wayne, more rigs 
are now in operation than in all other sec- 
tions of the field combined. This area is 
also providing the bulk of the State’s crude 
oil production, 

The recently proven extension of the 
Campton pool of Woife county contributed 
another good well this week, a showing for 
500 barrels daily being made. ‘The new well 
is No. 5 on Stillwater Creek, all the comple- 
tions showing a good production. Atten- 
tion was centered on the fleld last month 
by the bringing in of a 200-barrel well, and 
developments, with the incentive of the good 
strikes already made, will be rapid. Some 
delay has been experienced in the extension 
of the five-mile pipe line to the new field, 
but operators expect to have a market es- 
tablisned within the next month. Regular 
pumping of the wells has not been carried 
on because of limited storage, but there is 
little doubt of the permanency of the pro- 
duction because of the depth of the sand, 
1,300 feet. Three new companies have en- 
tered the new field during the past week, 
and all three have let large contracts for 
new work. One company holds four thou- 
sand acres of leases. A number of wells are 
due to be completed within the next two 
weeks, and as several tests are being drilled 
at a considerable distance from the proven 
as they will go far toward defining the 
1eid, 

No new completions have been made in 
the Northeastern Kentucky field. Several 
new rigs are up in Lawrence county, but 
most of the drilling weils have been out of 
commission as a result of the high water. 
A number of tests in the Busseyville dis- 
trict, where operations are centered, will be 
finished within the next few days. There is 
now no doubt that the wells of this district 
show a continuation of the Berea grit from 
the West Virginia field, and operators are 
hopeful of striking a big well. Completions 
so far, while shoWing a good production, 
have not been of uhusual size. 

An _ entirely new field which will bear 
watching is Ohio county, in Western Ken- 
tucky. Recently a compietion was made in 
that county, which is over a hundred miles 
from any developed district, which produces 
20 barrels daily. it is the first strike ever 
made in the county. Ohio and Indiana 
operators were the pioneers in the field, but 
the operating force has been increased by 
the entrance of new companies, and quite a 
lively season is in prospect this summer. 
The adjoining counties of Muhlenberg, Hop- 
kins and Logan have been subjected to some 
test work during the past year, and with the 
successful outcome of the Ohio county devel- 
opment the possibilities of this tier of coun- 
ties in oil production are more encouraging. 

It is believed that the coming summer sea- 
son will be the most active in the history of 
the Kentucky petroleum field. At this time 
last year the only active spots were Wayne 
and Wolfe counties, but now fully a dozen 
counties are in the area of activity, while a 
large number of Eastern, Northern and West- 
ern operators have entered the districts this 
oemes and have greatly augmented the 
drilling forces. A number of entirely new 
districts have been added to the State's 
Sources of production, while wildcat devel-

_There is nothing new at Cleveland in the 
way of additional completions, but there is a 
vast amount of new work starting, and the 
next few weeks will; witness more wells drill- 
ing than have been in operation at Cleveland 
since the palmy days of seven years ago. The 
discovery of two new deeper sands is starting 
a lot of new work, 

There is nothing of special interest in the 
Osage, but a number of test wells will prob- 
ably be started in the near future. A. P. Mc- 
Bride, of this city, who drilled eight dry holes 
in the Osage six years ago, is going to try his 
luck again down near Hominy. The Penmar 
Oil Company is drilling deeper its No. 8 well 
on its lease in 12-24-10, west of Bigheart. This 
well was drilled three years ago and has since 
been producing from a stray sand. tI will now 
be drilled down to the regular gand with a 
view to making a big producer of it. Some 
of the best wells of the field in many respects 
are being found in the vicinity of Bigheart. 

The success of deep sand tests at Cleveland 
and other parts of the Oklahoma field is giv- 
ing encouragement to the people of this city 
to. put down a deep sand test in the old Bol- 
ton field. Bolton was the pool that first gave 
the mid-continent field a degree of respecta- 
bility as an oil field. Here was drilled the 
first 700-barrel well ever found in‘the mid-con- 
tinent field. It is believed that below this 
pay will be found another and better pay. It 
is argued that very few fields have ever been 
deevioped that did not sooner or later find a 
lower pay sand. It was so in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Oklahoma and California, and there is 
every reason to bélieve it will prove so here. 
A deep well = drilled at Caney, this county, 
and at about 2,900 feet some oil and a little 
gas were found, but the well was drilled by 
inexperienced men and was not carefully han- 
died, and it ig not known just what it was 
good for. The hole was: fyll of water when 
the deep sand was found. But this well was 
drilled where no oil has ever been found. 

In spite of the fact that nothing very en- 
couraging has been found at Ponca City of 
late there is still considerable work going on 
in that part of the fleld apd new work, is 
starting. There are’ several test wells north 
of the field and all the way up into. Kansas 
leases are being taken up with a view to open- 
ing @ northern extension of the pool, W, A. 


eee? 





Radley has taken over 8,000 acres of leases 
around Arkansas City, in Kansas, straight 
north of Ponca City, and believes that a pool 
will be opened there. Gas has been found and 
marketed at Arkansas City for several years, 
and it is believed that adjoining the gas some- 
where will be found oil. Some years ago a 
number of oil wells were drilled at Blackwell, 
Uma, across the State line south. 

The test well being drilled by Cudahy at 
Searcy, Ark., is progressing rather slowly. 
Some bad luck was encountered, delaying the 
tompletion, but drilling is proceeding now and 
the well should be finished shortly. Those in- 
terested in the project believe that a pool 
will be opened at that point, 

There is a slight improvement of field work 
in the shallow sand district. A number of 
wells are being drilled in the Delaware ex- 
tension, a few in the northern spur toward 
South Coffeyville; quite a number of fair 
weus are being found in the old Coody’s Bluff 
district, with a paying venture in the Alluwe 
and Chelsea end of the shallow now and then 
The most interesting well for some time on 
the shallow sand side of the Cherokee is the 
fifty-barrel producer drilled by the Sageeyah 
Oil and Gas Company (Mallory & Ossenbaugh) 
on the D. Walker in 24-22-15, at Sageeyah. It 
is attracting quite a little attention. Numer- 
ous tests have been drilled in thut vicinity in 
recent years without before having found the 
right spot. What this well will develop is 
gerd to predict. It may open another shallow 

nder.

Some good wells are being found northeast 
of Coffeyville and quite an interesting devel- 
opment is being worked up. There are some 
five or six rigs there now and the operators 
are pleased with the results. Karns & Gra- 
ham, who operated several years in the shal- 
low sand field in Oklahoma, are most active 
at Coffeyville. They got a 5,000,000-foot gasser 
in their second test on the Savage farm, in 
13-34-16, and now they are drilling their No. 
3 on that lease. They are also drilling an- 
other well for gas on the Swan farm, in 43U- 
84-17. The second well drilled by Huffman and 
others on the Parent farm, just outside the 
corporation limits of Coffeyville, in section 30, 
started at better than fifty barrels, it is 
stated. The Antlers Oil Company has com- 
pleted its fourth well on the Potter, in the 
same section, and it did thirty-five barrels. 
Brown and others drilled a thirty-barrel well 
on the Davis farm, in 20-34-17. 

Lease-takers are busy between the Ramsey 
pool and operations in Chautauqua county. 
They are working on the theory that the Ram- 
sey pool will connect with the Kansas devel- 
opment. It has been a theory for some time 
that & pool would some day be found around 
Niotaze, and during the past four years a 
number of tests have been drilled in that vi- 
cinity, but without satisfactory results, the 
right spot not having been found. The success 
of the Ramsey pool has given new hope. 
Practically everything has been tied up now. 

In the Ramsey pool several new wells have 
been completed, The Hazel Oi1 Company has 
finished its No. 1 on the 8S. Tehee, in 6-28-13, 
and it was being cleaned out on Saturday. It 
looks like one of the best wells the company 
has. It now looks as if this company holds a 
large acreage of absolutely defined territory. 
No. 7 on the Girty, in the same section, is 
drilling. The David Oil Company’s No. 2 on 
the Wilson, in the.same section, is im ann is 
a forty-five-barrel producer. Bell & ing 
have completed their No. 1 on the Gertrude 
Fitzsimmons, in 35-29-12, and it started at 
about thirty-five barrels. The same operators 
have a forty-barrel producer in No. 6 on the 
William Fitzsimmons, in the same section. 
Their No, 5 on the Gunter has an initial pro- 
duction cf ninety barrels. The pool ig now 
pretty well defined, but witnin the limits some 
paying producers are being found, as they hold 
up nicely and are shallow and inexpensive to 
drill, 

The Owen district of the upper Cherokee is 
reporting a few new ones this month. The 
Witchita Oil and Gas Company has completed 
No. 1 on a fee tract it has in 34-28-13, and 
it is classed in the fifteen-barrel list. The 
same company’s No. 9 on the Susan Davis 
lease, in 28-28-13, began business by filling a 
250-barrel tank at nin@ty barrels a day. The 
Parsons Crude Oil Company has finished its 
gecond test on the Mary Washington, in sec- 
tion 29. It is a twenty-five-barrel well. 

The Verdigris Valley Oil and Gas Company 
has a good well on the William Nichols land, 
in 25-25-16, on an old lease. It is No. 18 and 
started at fifty barrels. H. C. Campbell on 
the Kincade, in 36-26-16, and on the Camp- 
bell, in 30-25-17; Ea Karns on the J. F. Harris, 
in 10-24-17, and Starr & Patten on their fee 
piece, in 34-25-17, have each drilled in smail 
wells the past ten days.

California Oil Developments. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, April 13, 1912. 


The Independent Producers’ Agency held 
their eighth annual meeting at Bakersfield 
last Wednesday. Seventy-five directors were 
elected and these directors in turn elected of- 
ficers for the ensuing year, naming the same 
afficers who had thus far steered their af- 
fairs on a _ course avoiding the rocks of 
disaster. 

President St. Clair presented his_ report, 
which showed that during the year the Agency 
handled 14,601,261 barrels of oil, about one- 
fifth of the State’s production. The receipts 
for crude oi] during the year amounted to 
3,883,707. The receipts for storage reached 
73,058 and receipts from Agency members for 
taxes on oil in storage was $25,073. The total 
disbursements to Agency members for crude 
oil was $3,811,168. The total operating ex- 
penses for the year was $54,113. 

The dissatisfaction which existed among 
many of the Agency members about a year ago 
has apparently disappeared, and the recent 
arrangement with the Union for disposing of 
all their surplus oil, which to this time has 
been a source of constant expense, has brought 
about complete harmony in the Agency ranks. 
Aside from this it is believed there will be a 
better price on monthly sales than was re- 
ceived the past year. At the meeting Wednes- 
day the Board of Directors were given more 
power in handling the business of the Agency, 
and many things that heretofore required rati- 
fication by each Agency member will now be 
handled directly by the directors. Altogether 
a prosperous year is looked for by the mem- 
bers. 

The agitation of the natural gas business 
has stimulated drilling in the Buena Vista 
Hills for gas, and the results justify the opin- 
jon that there is enough gas in this one field 
to supply the demands of the big gas concerns 
that have recently been organized. The Stand- 
ard has just brought in a gasser in section 
16-32-24 that is believed to be the greatest 
well ever completed in the State. An attempt 
was made to measure the flow and 62,000,000 
cubic feet were registered. An interesting fea- 
ture of this well is that it is only 470 feet 
deep and the strike was entirely unexpected,

The only wells in the town producing 50 or 
more barrels a day are this company’s well 
on the John M. Jackson lot, credited with 
75 barrels, and the McConnell Oil Company’s 
well on the M. L. Thompson lot, producing 
50 barrels a day.

The northern extension of the Clinton sand 
territory in Southeastern Ohio is showing a 
little improvement. The Planet Oil and Gas 
Company has completed and shot its test on 
the A. A. Ankrom farm, located in the south- 
west corner of Muskingum county, in Hope- 
well township, and has the nearest approach 
to a gusher of any well that has been com- 
pleted north of Fairfield and Perry counties, 
They found fifteen feet of pay at this well, 
and the first eighteen hours after it was 
shot it produced 270 barrels. The first twen- 
ty-four hours after it was shot it produced 
425 barrels, the second twenty-four hours de- 
clining to 240 barrels. As a producer there 
has been nothing drilled in north of the 
Bremen-Junction City field in Fairfield and 
Perry counties to equal the well on the 
Ankrom farm. The Bremen-Junction City 
field lies about twenty miles nearly due 
south of the well, and it is possible that the 
two may be connected despite the fact that 
it was thought two years ago the northern 
limits of the producing formation in Fair- 
fleld and Perry counties had been defined. 
The nearest production to the new well is 
the Columbus Gas and Fuel Company’s two 
wells on the Johnson-Cone farm, located 
about one-half mile to the southwest. The 
first was drilled in more than a year ago 
and is still producing about 20 barrels a day. 


Some of the late completions in the Blue 
Creek field, in Kanawha county, W. Va., 
have an initial production that does not 
compare favorably with the first wells com- 
pleted on the same farms. In the northern 
part of the pool the Ohio Fuel Oil Com- 
pany has completed No. 7 on the Bart- 
Schwartz farm and will not have better than 
a 25-barrel producer. Shooting the wells in 
the Blue Creek pool has brought the output 
sharply upward. Inside of the central part 
of the pool the United Fuel Gas Company 
shot its No. 1 on the Keeten heirs’ farm, and 
it produced 570 barrels the first fifteen hours. 
The United Fuel Gas Company’s No. 1 on 
the Keeten heirs’ farm had dropped down to 
65 barrels a day, but it came back after 
given a shot and placed 570 barrels to its 
credit the first eighteen hours. The Ohio 
Fuel Oil Company’s No. 1 on the Grace BE. 
Myers farm was down to 10 barrels a day 
and was shot and produced 75 barrels the 
ensuing twenty-four hours. On the east side 
of the main pool Davidson & Gates have 
drilled in their No. 6 on the Davidson-Gates 
farm, located 425 feet east of No. 5, and it 
produced 155 barrels the first one and one-half 
hours. The location of the well is in prox- 
imity to other large producers in that part 
of the main pool. 

On Joes Creek, Duval district, Lincoln 
county, W. Va., the Holley Oil and Devel- 
opment Company has drilled a second test 
on the M. V. Lawson farm through the 
Berea grit, and has a 12-barrel pumper. In 
Wirt county the Kevere Oil and Gas Com- 
Pany has shot its test on the W. H. Ayers 
farm, and it is producing 65 barrels a day 
from the salt sand. 


In the Gratiot district, in section No. 7, 
Hopewell township, Muskingum county, 
Ohio, the Planet Oil and Gas Company has 
now drilled its test on the A. L. Ankrom 
farm through the Clinton sand, and have a 
show for a 75-barrel producer. 


In the deep sand territory at New Straits- 
ville, Perry county, Ohio, some of the town- 
lot wells are coming in good producers. The 
Hemlock Company has completed a wel! on 
the Cheatum-Ordorf lot, and has a 75-bar- 
rel producer in the Clinton sand. Bowen & 
Moore have completed a well on the Feilson- 
Bell lot, and have a show for a 125-barrel 
producer. Northwest of New Straitsville 
Gates, Davidson & Moran have completed a 
second test on the Upson Coal and Mining 
Company’s farm, and have a 100-barrel pro- 
ducer. Some of the old wells are showing 
remarkable staying qualities. Those holding 
up at 100 or more barrels a day are:—Char- 
tiers Oi! Company, Nos. 6, 9 and 20, Hock- 
ing Products Company’s tract, 110, 100 and 
125 barrels, respectively; Hemlock Company, 
No. 1, William Brown lot, 100 barrels; Betty 
Oil Company’s Nos. 2, 4 and 5, Bolt-Gardner 
farm, 110, 100 and 170 barrels, respectively; 
Continental Oil Company, No. 4, Ambrose 
Gibbs, 115 barrels; Hazelton Oil Company, 
No. 8, Harrison, Hazelton, 120 barrels, and 
Gates, Davidson & Moran, No. 2, Upson Coal 
& Mining tract, 250 barrels, 


In Falls Gore township, Hocking county, 
Ohio, the Logan Natural Gas and Fitel Com- 
pany has drilled in its test on the J. T. Hite 
farm, and the well produced 60 barrels the 
first twelve hours. The showing at this well 
is better than the average in the western 
end of the New Straitsville-Gore field. 


Gas in large quantities has been found just 
south of Ashland, and an oil field has been 
discovered right south of Wooster, Wayne 
county, Ohio. Already five oil wells have 
been drilled with an average capacity of 50 
barrels each per day. 


A recent report from Fredonia, N. Y., 
says:—"E. Ray Frost, son of William H. 
Frost, president of the Frost Gas Company, 
has gone to Duhring, Pa., where he will take 
charge of the property of the Fredonia Com- 
pany, recently organized to develop oil and 
gas property at Duhring. The company, 
which is made up of the sons and daughter 
of Mr. Frost, has taken over property con- 
sisting of about 4,000 acres of land, on which 
there are a number of producing wells. The 
old wells will be cleaned and machinery re- 
paired and new wells will be drilled.” 

The Erie County Oil and Gas Company, of 
Bolivar, N. Y., capitalized at $10,000, has been 
incorporated. The directors are Charles Mel- 
ville Van Curen, Albert J. Matson and William 
L. Nichols, all of Bolivar. The concern will 
operate at Hamburg, N. Y., where it has 600 
acres. .

Flaxseed in the Argentine. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, ‘April 19, 1912. 


The Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in giving the latest 
reports on foreign crops quotes the Minis- 
try of Agriculture of Argentina as stated 
that the aggregate area sown in flax in 
that country in 1911 and 1912, the latter 
year covering preliminary figures only, 
amounted to 3,923,948 acres, with a pro- 
duction of 25,116,693 bushels of flaxseed. 

Commenting upon the flaxseed produc- 
tion of Argentina, the bureau Officials 
say:— 

As a grower of flaxseed, Argentina holds 
first rank among the five countries—Argentina, 
Russia, British India, United States and Can- 
ada—which produce the commercial crop of the 
world. Sown in May and June, the plants 
occupy the soil during the Argentine winter, 
and are for the most part cut in November- 
December, the close of the transequatorial 
spring and beginning of summer. As is well 
known, flaxseed, outside of the requirements 
for sowing purposes, has virtually no use 
other than for the manufacture of linseed oil 
and oii cake. As the Argentine seed crushing 
industry, however, absorbs an almost negligible 
proportion of the crop, almost the sole object 
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of cultivation is for export. In 1910 the 18 
mills engaged in Argentina in the expression 
of oil from flaxseed, rapeseed, peanuts, etc., 
crushed only 401,785 bushels of flaxseed, 00- 
tained therefrom 810,411 gallons of oil. The 
annual crush is insufficient for domestic needs, 
and an average of upward of 100,000 gallons 
are imported annually from the United States 
and France. The exports of flaxseed from Ar- 
gentina in late years have been heavier than 
those from any other country; about 3,200,000 
bushels of Argentine seed were taken by tre 
United States alone in the year ended June 
80. 1910, and of the 6,291,000 bushels importcd 
in 1910-11 a heavy proportion came from the 
South American producer.

F. C. Herrington, of the Burlington 
Drug Company, of Burlington, Vt., 
stayed in New York for a few days 
last week while on his way home from 
a trip to Florida. 


Fire due to the boiling over of sul- 
phur on Monday last damaged the 
dyeing and bleaching plant of James 
Kerr at 1410 and 1412 Oxford street, 
Philadelphia, to the extent of $10,000. 


O. H. Foss, secretary of the Wooster 
Brush Company, of Wooster, Ohio, and 
his sister, Miss Mildred Foss, who 
have been spending the last ten weeks 
in Europe, returned home on April 8. 


One farmer living in the vicinity of 
the city of Saskatoon, Ontario, last 
spring sowed 2,500 acres in flax. The 
yield averaged 36 bushels to the acre, 
a total of 90,000 bushels. This was sold 
at $2.25 per bushel, the receipts from 
this crop being thus $202,500. The net 
result from the crop is said to have 
been over $100,000. 


Clarence G. Weiscopf, for several 
years associated with F. G. Meyer, 
New York buyer for the Meyer Broth- 
ers Drug Company, of St. Louis, Mo,, 
was married last Wednesday to Miss 
Lillian Wilken, of New Brighton, 
Staten Island. The marriage service 
was held at noon in Christ (Episcopal) 
Church, in New Brighton. The couple 
are now on a honeymoon trip at At- 
lantic City, where they will remain 
for some time before returning to New 
York, which they intend to make their 
residence. 


Contrary to general belief, the steam- 
ship Titanic, which foundered off the 
Grand Banks last Monday morning, 
after colliding with an iceberg, appears 
to have carried only a very small 
amount of drugs, chemicals and oils in 
her cargo. Publication of the ill-fated 
White Star liner’s manifest at the close 
of the week shows that the only drug 
and chemical packages which she had 
on board consisted of 100 bags of nut 
galls, 76 cases of dragon’s blood in 
mass, four cases of opium, 13 bales of 
short buchu leaves, 5 cases of drug 
sundries and 33 bags of argols. In the 
oil and soap material line she carried 
only 25 cases of olive oil and 3 cases 
of soap perfumes. 


Receivers were appointed for the 
Central Fuel Oil Company in the Fed- 
eral Court at Muskogee, Okla., upon the 
application of the Bankers’ Trust Com- 
pany, of New York, holder of a 
$6,000,000 mortgage against the Central 
company. The Central Fuel Oil Com- 
pany is one of the largest operating oil 
companies in the mid-continent fiela 
and controls twenty-two subsidiary oil 
companies. The Texas Pipe Line Com- 
pany brought suit against the Central 
several months ago for specific per- 
formance of contract for transporting 
and delivering oii, The contract called 
for the payment of $70,000 monthly to 
the Texas Company by the Central. 
The difficulty between the Texas and 
the Central company is led to the ap- 
plication for receivers by the Bankers’ 
Trust Company. 


According to a report of the Fureau 
of Manufactures on the manufacture 
and use of asbestos, the United States 
purchases practically ali of its asbestos 
from Canada, the Dominion supplying 
56,950 tons in the fiscal year 1911, and 
Germany, Russia and Italy together 
only 174 tons. These imports had a 
value of $1,294,802 and $23,737, respec- 
tively. This country bought from 
abroad asbestos manufactures amount- 
ing to $293,651 in 1911, of which $133,113 
came from the United Kingdom, $72,192 
from Germany, $64,290 from Austria- 
Hungary and $15,019 from Belgium. In 
the same fiscal year the United States 
exported raw asbestos (ore and un- 
manufactured) worth $16,151, mostly 
to Europe, and manufactures of asbes- 
tos valued at $388,833. Of the latter 
Canada took $171,582 worth, Cuba, 
$45,116; United Kingdom, $37,140; 
Mexico, $34,904, and Germany, $27,284. 
The domestic production of asbestos is 
given as 8,693 tons, valued at. $68,357. 


N. Newlin, buyer for the drug stores 
of George B. Evans, of Philadelphia, 
has entirely recovered from his long 
illness and is again attending to his 
duties. 


Cc. J. Lynn, secretary and general 
manager of Eli Lilly & Co., spent sev- 
eral days recently in New York branch 
of his house. Mr. Lynn established the 
NewYork branch of Eli Lilly & Com- 
pany and frequently revisits the scene 
of his former activities. 


Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, formerly chief 
of the Bureau of Chemistry of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, addressed the 
New York Medical Society last Thurs- 
day. He referred to the Titanic dis- 
aster as marking the field for science 
in the safeguarding and preservation 
of life. 


According to a Calcutta exchange a 
factory is being set up at Billimora, 
in the Baroda State, India, to manu- 
facture stearin and glycerin. It will be 
the first of its kind in India, and will 
also manufacture stearin candles, 


The Travelers’ Association of the 
Local Paint and Allied Trades of 
Brooklyn entertained its members and 
guests at a theatre and supper party in 
Brooklyn last Wednesday evening. The 
success of the occasion promises to 
make similar entertainments a social 
feature of the association. 


The report for the year ended Janu- 
ary 31, 1912, of the Winnipeg Paint and 
Glass Company, Limited, showed that 
the sales for the year were slightly 
larger than for 1911, afid the net profits 
after making provision for depreciation 
and doubtful debts were $209,435, as 
against $202,956 for the preceding year. 


Cottonseed oil, labeled in many in- 
stances as pure olive oil, has a some- 
what extensive sale in Canada. The 
deception is to be stopped. Under the 
Adulteration Act an order in council 
has been passed providing that when 
cottonseed oil is offered as salad oil 
the fact that the oil is from cottonseed 
must be declared on the label. The 
same provision is made where there are 
mixtures of cottonseed and olive oils, 


The bill introduced into the New Jer- 
sey Legislature to prohibit the distri- 
bution and sale and to regulate the use 
of foods, drugs and other mixtures and 
preparations intended for use by man 
or animal containing wood alcohol has 
been approved by Governor Wilson 
and is now in effect. It provides a 
penalty of $100 for the first offense, one 
of $200 for the second offense and one 
of $300 for the third and each subse- 
quent offenses. 


Negotiations, which have been under 
way for some time looking toward the 
establishment of a new industry in 
Dallas, Texas, have been consummated 
in the granting of a charter at Austin 
to the Lacquer-All Manufacturing 
Company, capital $106,000. This com- 
pany will establish a complete factory 
in Dallas for the manufacture of paints 
and lacquers. About $25,000 will be in- 
vested at once in grounds, factory 
building and equipment. 


R. W. Browne, president of the Solar 
Chemical Company, was arrested in 
W:shington April 11 on the charge of 
passing a worthless check for $12 on 
Joseph Smith, of Baltimore, and taken 
back to the Monumental City, follow- 
ing his indictment by the Grand Jury. 
Browne has an office at 727 Twelfth 
street, Northwest, Washington, and it 
is said that he had sold several hun- 
dred dollars worth of stock in his 
company to residents of Baltimore. 


Walter Rowley, of the National Ani- 
line and Chemical Company, and A. 
M. Best have been elected to the Board 
of Governors of the New York Drug 
and Chemical Club to fill the unex- 
pired terms of H. E. Manville and 
William N. Mellravy, who have been 
obliged to resign, owing to changes in 
their business addresses. The member- 
ship of the club has been augmented 
within the last week by twelve resi- 
dent and two non-resident members. 


The Seep Purchasing Agency, tha 
buying section of the South Pennsyl- 
vania Oi! Company, a former Standard 
Oil subsidiary, on Friday, announced 
that the price of Pennsylvania crude oil 
had been advanced five cents a barrel, 
to $1.55. Other oils were advanced as 
follows:—-Corning, 3c. to 98c.; New- 
castle, 3c. to $1.05; Mercer black, 3c. 
to $1.08: Caball, 3c. to $1.15; Somerset, 
4c. to 86c.; Ragland, 2c. to 50c. The 
last previous advance was made Janu- 
ary 29. 


Governor Dix has signed the bill ot 
Assemblyman A. E. Smith, of New 
York, amending section 88 of the labor 
law and adding a new section, 89a, pro- 
viding that in all factories where lead, 
arsenic or other poisonous substances 
or injurious or noxious fumes, dust or 
gases, aS are present as an incident or 
result of the business or process con- 
ducted py such factory, there shall be 
provided washing facilities, which shall 
include hot water and individual towels, 
also, prohibiting eating of meals in 
workrooms, etc., where such poisonous 
substances or injurious gases exist in 
harmful quantities.

PEPPERS.—Additional demand for 
spot goods has almost cleared the mar- 
ket for all grades. The domestic grind- 
ing trade will be able to obtain some 
supplies from Europe, but it cannot 
count upon the far East for much, as 
there is nothing en route from there 
now except a few lots of Tellicherry 
and Aleppy. No advices have yet been 
received in regard to the June-August 
supply of Singapore and Acheen or in 
relation to the August-October crop of 
Lampong. Spot prices are higher, an 
especially sharp advance having been 
made by Acheen, which is almost ex- 
hausted here, and is now being held 
on spot at 1%@12c.

The settlement of the coal strike is gradually 
inducing an expansion in trade, although the 
improvement so far is not great, especially with 
the Easter holiday absorbing part of the period. 
In respect to some departments of commerce, a 
“‘boom”’ is talked of, but whether, if it eventu- 
ates, it will affect demand for drugs and 
chemicals remains to be seen. Next week 
transporting facilities are expected to undergo 
much improvement with a consequent diminu- 
tion of the difficulties at present attending de- 
livery of goods both at home and for ex- 
port. 

: To the market movements of the interval the 
stirring events in quinine have mainly con- 
tributed. Developments which have culminated 
in German makers’ entire withdrawal and in 
second hands commanding %d, above manu- 
facturers’ list price have been the subject of 
much speculative analysis as to their basic 
cause, The persistent falling off in the a 
ments of Java bark is naturally identified in 
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some minds with the presence in the island of 
production of Herr Buchler, of the Brunswick 
factory, in the capacity of representative of the 
associated European makers, charged with 
power to negotiate some arrangement of mutual 
advantage to bark cultivators and alkaloid pro- 
ducers, All that is known so far is that these 
negotiations are not yet completed, and it is 
at the moment a matter of pure speculation, 
as far as the general market is concerned, as 
to whether or not the pourparlers, which have 
already been held, are to be identified with 
the diminished bark exports. Some aver that 
it is a natural decline resulting from witb- 
drawals from cultivation as the result of the 
low realizations in public sales; others point 
to the first quarter of the year as frequently 
showing some recession and argue that it has 
been accentuated this year by the increased at- 
tention demanded by a good first tobacco crop, 
while others again interpret the falling off 
as an earnest on the part of the Dutch plant- 
ers of what they can do without the co-opera- 
tion of the European makers of quinine. 

All these varying views show that no one 
here really knows the probable outcome of the 
negotiations. Similar efforts to bring about an 
understanding have been tried in the past and 
have failed possibly, nay, probably, because of 
the traditional failing of the Dutch to give too 
little and to ask too much However, every- 
thing points now to better alkaloid value. The 
German makers have withdrawn, a still higher 
bark unit is expected in Amsterdam next 
month (the quantity of bark advertised for 
sale so far being 6,800. kilos against 8,900 
kilos at the corresponding sale last year) 
and in the outside market in London second- 
hand holders of quinine have made 84d, for 
German and 8d. for Amsterdam. The _busi- 
ness from German makers has been very large, 
orders pouring in from all parts of the world, 
but now they refuse to book further. The sec- 
ond-hand business has been restricted only by 
the reticence of holders, who have held firmly 
to their stocks on the favorable outlook for 
higher prices. 

Another surprising development of the mar- 
ket is the much improved status of glycerine. 
The re-establishment of the English C, P, con- 
vention naturally effected a steadying of the 
position, the previous portents of cut rates 
among makers here with very acute interna- 
tional compttition being all knocked on the 
head. With the much more stable conditions 
of the refined article there has now come a re- 
markable expansion in the values of crude and 
dynamite descriptions. English crude, which 
a week or two ago was going a-begging at £40 
per ton, now readily fetches £60; Continental 
saponification, which failed to attract atten- 
tion a little while back at 110 francs per 100 
kilos, has sold at 145 francs, the price now 
being 150@155 francs, while dynamite, which 
buyers ignored at £61 per ton, has so much 
improved that £70@£75 per ton is now wanted. 
Thus in a most remarkable degree have the 
general anticipations of cheaper prices been 
falsified and the explanation appears to be in 
the coming into the market of large buyers of 
crude and dynamite who had held aloof in ex- 
pectation of a debacle. 

Opium seems to be rather finely balanced in 
position at the moment. The depressing in- 
fluence on value of the favorable crop condi- 
tions has in the last few days been counter- 
acted by American purchases in Smyrna, 
which have given a little more tone to the 
market, so that we do not make the spot quo- 
tation any lower than the last figure of 22s. 


for good druggists’ quality. There is, how- 
ever, no business passing in this grade. Soft 
shipping is very scarce, with 28s. paid. Per- 


sian is nominal at 25s. Morphine, at 12s. 6d. 
for contract quantities of nydrochloride pow- 
der, could be shaded. Codeine, on the basis 
of 18s..1d. for 100 ounces of pure cryst.. is 
unchanged, Of other alkaloids cocaine is 
rather flat at 7s. net for 175 ounces of hydro- 
chloride.

7d. for 
Kobayashi, while Suzuki afloat has been done 
at 6s. 444d. c. 1. f. 

The expected further advance in santonine 
has materialized in the addition of 15 marks 
per kilo, equivalent to about 7s. per pound, 
and making the price for two-cwt. lots in one 
delivery 80s. per pound. 

Paraffine seems marked out for an advance 
with the approach of the time for fixing the 
price for deliveries for the year until March 


31, 1913. The prices at present range from 
1%d.@2d. for crude and 2%d.@3%d. for re- 
fined. Galician is dearer and American in- 


terests are believed not to be adverse to ad- 
vancing the price here. 

Sugar of milk is cheaper at 65s. on spot, with 
the price in Germany at 62s. 6d. 

Codliver oil seems to have touched bottom 
at 60s. per barrel c. i. f. Business was done 
at this figure early in the week, but later 
Norwegian cables caused a stiffening of the 
market so that 62s. was the lowest, 

Curacao aloes continue to advance; spot is 
extremely scarce and for goods to arrive 46s. 
6d. c. i. f. is the price. Buchu to come for- 
ward is cabled dearer from the cape at 4s. 9d. 
ce. i. f., which also is the spot value for good 
round. Rio ipecac is now quoted generally at 
9s.

ALPIN I. DUNN TAKES INITIATIVE IN 
PLAN TO PROMOTE OIL, CHEMICAL 
AND PAINT BUSINESS SECTION OF 
NEW YORK. 

The heart of the business section of the 
oii, chemical and paint trades in lower 
New York will witness a building boom if 
the plans of the Downtown Interborough 
Association, which met Friday afternoon, 
are carried through. The boom and con- 
sequent improvement and increased valu- 
ation of property will come about as a re- 
sult of the proposed subway from Brook- 
lyn to Maiden Lane, which the associa- 
tion will present to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment next Thursday. 

The initiative in the movement was 
taken by Alpin I. Dunn, president of the 
N. B. Cook Oil Company, and among the 
prominent companies and individuals who 
are enthusiastically indorsing the plan 
are Lehn & Fink, Devoe & Raynolds 
Company, Swan & Finch, Royal Baking 
Powder Company, Dodge & Olcott Com- 
pany, Charles A, Shieren Company, Pow- 
ers - Weightman-Rosengarten Company, 
Alden 8S. Swan & Co., Thomas H. Tuck- 
er, Ph. G., Emil Calman, A. Klipstein & 
Co., N. B, Cook Oil Company, Arthur 
Lewis, Humphrey’s Homeopatnic Medicine 
Company, Senator Geo. Wetmore, H. Beh- 
len & Bro., Albert H. Frankel and Charles 
A. Schieren, ex-Mayor of Brooklyn.

; Albany, N. Y., April 16, 1912. 

Governor Dix has approved the bill 
amending the agricultural law in relation 
to the inspection and sale of seeds, where- 
by all persons, firms and corporations are 
prohibited from selling, offering, exposing 
or having in his or its possession for 
sale for the purposes of seeding any seeds 
of grasses or clovers of the kind known 
as agricultural seeds, containing in excess 
of three per cent. of foul or foreign seeds, 
unless every receptacle, package, sack or 
bag containing such seeds is plainly. 
marked or labeled with the percentage of 
such foul or foreign seed contained there- 
in. The act takes effect on July 1, 1912. 

Another amendment to the agricultural 
law signed by Governor Dix relates to the 
sale and analysis of concentrated com- 
mercial feeding stuffs, which term is de- 
fined as including linseed meals, cotton- 
seed meals, pea meals, bean meals, pea- 
nut meals, cocoanut meals, gluten meals, 
gluten feeds, maize feeds, starch feeds, 
sugar feeds, dried distiller's grains, dried 
brewer's grain, malt sprouts, except as 
hereinafter provided, hominy feeds, 
cerealine feeds, rice meals, dried beef ref- 
use, oat feeds, corn and oatchops, corn 
and cob meal, ground beef or fish scraps, 
meat meals, meat and bone meals mixed, 








dried biood, mixed feeds, clover meals, 
alfalfa feeds and meals, compounded 
feeds, condimental stock and poultry

Saturday Noon, April 20, 1912. 


Though only slightly inconvenienced 
by the loss of the cargo of the steam- 
ship Titanic, which included among 
other botanical products some sizable 
consignments of buchu leaves, dragon's 
blood and opium, the importing and 
wholesale drug trade of this city suf- 
fered a noteworthy falling off in the 
volume of its business within the in- 
terval as a result of the depressing in- 
fluence exerted upon it, in common 
with almost every other industry ‘in 
this country and England, by the ap- 
palling disaster which befell the ill- 
fated White Star liner at the very out- 
set of the week. The gloom which was 
thus cast upon the business world was 
reflected to a pronounced degree in the 
apathy on the part of drug buyers who 
either refrained from making any pur- 
chases within the last few days, when 
the full extent of the Titanic’s calamity 
became known, or else bought only in 
hand-to-mouth fashion. Even the news 
that the Senate’s Finance Committee 
had made an adverse report on the Un- 
derwood bill, providing for a revision 
of Schedule A in the existing tariff law, 
which would ordinarily have proved a 
stimulating influence in the drug and 
spice trades, failed altogether to en- 
courage buying in any department. 
Mail orders fell to meager proportions 
anid only a moderate jobbing business 
was reported at any time during the 
week. 

Opium continued on a downward 
course throughout the interval in the 
local market end, until the close of the 
week, further recessions were also re- 
corded in the primary markets. Buy- 
ing by speculative interests in Smyrna 
caused a small advance in prices for 
the gum in that center within the last 
few days, but lowest quotations for the 
year were made here without eliciting 
enough business to merit reporting. 
Further shading of prices and reduc- 
tions in quotations were effected in 
menthol, lycopodium, soda benzoate, 
select elm bark, crystalized Surinam 
tonka beans, Tahiti vanilla beans, 
anise. cassia and orange oils, grindelia 
robusta, cut althea root and in celery, 
larkspur and sabadilla seeds. On the 
other hand, prices were advanced on 
thymol, short buchu leaves, Cartagena 
ipecac, glucose, grape sugar, glycerine, 
dragon’s blood in reeds, soda salicylate, 
lavender flower and clove oils, German 
calendula flowers and Dutch caraway 
seed. Despite the recent sharp ad- 
vance in both domestic and foreign 
manufacturers’ quotations for quinine, 
the placing of contracts for sulphate 
and bi-sulphate salts reached much 
larger proportions than for many 
months, as a further marking up of 
prices was generally looked for with- 
in the near future.

Until the end of the week, when a 
stiffening tendency was recorded in 
the primary markets, quotations on the 
gum were reduced still further both 
here and in Turkey and a weak under- 
tone prevailed in the local market 
throughout the interval. The further 
reduction of quotations here was ef- 
fected by all except one prominent im- 
porting house, which held its offerings 
firmly on a basis of $7.50 during the 
greater part of the week and lowered 
its price to $7 only in order to make 
the disparity between its quotation and 
those of other holders less pronounced. 
With this exception, however, quota- 
tions on the gum in case lots were 
lowered 25c. more to $6.25 and those on 
jobbing quantities were reduced pro- 
portionately to $6.35. One operator in 
the local market went so far as to of- 
fer 11 per cent. gum at $6 in large case 
lots, but so great was the apathy on 
the part of consumers that he sold only 
a relatively small amount at that fig- 
ure. In fact, business in the local 
market was almost at a standstill 
throughout the week, consumers tak- 
ing only enough to meet the most 
pressing requirements. Powdered and 
granular grad2s were reduced com- 
mensurately to $8.60@8.70. Imports at

the local port for the week ended April 
6 amounted to 31 cases and recent ar- 
rivals included 10 cases from Palermo. 
At the close of the week, however, buy- 
ing by speculators in the Smyrna 
market, induced by reports of damage 
to the new crop by drought, caused an 
advance of 9d. to 1s. 9d. in current of- 
ferings in that center, as high as 19s. 
6d. being. paid for several cases. Stocks 
in Turkey were also said to have been 
greatly reducei until only 75 cases 
were immediately available, of which 
50 were being offered outside of 
Smyrna. As a result of this belated 
upturn in the primary markets, the im- 
port cost of the gum was figured to 
have reached $7.10, but no correspond- 
ing marking up of quotations was ef- 
fected here. Gum in bond at the port 
of Boston on March 31 was reported by 
the collector of that port as amount- 
ing to 161 pounds, valued at $951, as 
compared with 1,892 pounds, valued at 
$5,073, at the corresponding date of 
last year. At the local port gum in 
bond on the last day of last month was 
revorted by the collector as amounting 
to 21,447 pounds, valued at $112,356, as 
compared with 31,174 pounds, valued 
at $113,599, at the corresponding time 
last year. The following table, show- 
ing the amount and value of opium in 
bond at this port at the close of each 
month, for the last fifteen months, is

ties of the sulphate and bi-sulphate 
salts on the basis of 16c. an ounce in 
100-ounce tins and have done a brisk 
business in 50-ounce tins at 164¢c., in 
25-ounce tins at l7c., in five-ounce tins 
at 18c. and in one-ounce tins at 2lc. f. 
o. b. New York, net 30 days, less 1 
per cent. for cash in 10 days. They 
have also received considerable busi- 
ness in the alkaloids and minor salts. 
In a few instances the domestic manu- 
facturers have offered 60 day contracts 
with protection, but in most cases their 
new contracts have been without pro- 
tection against decline. The underly- 
ing cause of the recent sharp uplift 
of 2c. an ounce in the salts has been 
found in the material falling off in 
shipments of cinchona bark from Java 
which, it is now believed, has been ar- 
ranged by a syndicate of Dutch in- 
terests who have persuaded the pro- 
ducers to curtail their exports ma- 
terially and thereby obtain materially 
higher prices for the bark. Following 
the securing of 12.64 florins per kilo- 
gram at the Amsterdam salts sale on 
April 12, when 50,000 ounces of British 
pharmacopeeial salts were offered, it is 
believed that a still higher average 
figure will be obtained at the salts sale, 
which will be held in that center on 
April 26, when a similar quantity will 
be offered. As the offerings at the 
bark auction, which will be held in 
Amsterdam on May 2, amount to only 
it is likewise expected 
that a further substantial advance 
will be recorded at this sale, especial- 
ly as all the lots left over from the 
previous bark auction have been dis- 
posed of at advancing figures. 

Bark shipments from Java to Europe 
for first half of April have reached 
only 374,000 Dutch pounds, compared 
with 572,000 peunds for the correspond- 
ing time last month. It will require 
almost double the shipments of the 
first half of the current month during 
the second half to make the shipments 
for the entire month, equal to those 
for the corresponding month last year. 
The monthly shipments siiice the be- 
ginning of 1912 have been the smallest 
recorded for many years. 

Total shipments from Java to Eu- 
rope for the first quarter of this year 
have reached only _ 2,372,000 Dutch 
pounds, or 1,488,000 pounds less than 
those for the corresponding period of 
last year. 

Though the lay down cost of the salts 
here is now 14.7 per cent., second hands 
in the German and domestic markets 
are offering to sell at 15c. and on old 
salts are shading even this figure in 
a few instances. The foreign manufac- 
turers have nominally withdrawn their 
quotations from this market, but in 
some cases they are still supplying old 
customers at 15c. for shipment. Re- 
cent arrivals of bark at the local port 
have included 428 cases from Rotter- 
dam. Early in the week German sul- 
phate manufacturers raised their quo- 
tations in the London market one 
penny to 8%4d., but subsequently with- 
drew all quotations. 


Miscellaneous. 


ACETANILID.—Though a majority 
of local holders continue to quote 20%c. 
as their inside figure, some shading of 
this price is being done in the local 
market and a general reduction to a 
20c. basis is looked for daily as a re- 
sult of the competition. Up to 23c. is 
still being paid on small lots, however, 
and it is only on large quantities tnat 
20%e. and lower prices are obtainable. 

CANTHARIDES.—Chinese blistering 
flies have sold throughout the greater 
part of the interval as low as 34c., but 
have recently stiffened again and are 
now firmly held at 37c. and, in some in- 
stances, at 38c. Early in the week 
some holders were unwilling to sell for 
less than 40c., but they soon discovered 
the impossibility of securing that fig- 
ure and therefore lowered their quo- 
tations. Powdered blistering flies are 
being offered at 44@49c., according to 
quantity and quality. Russian are 
quoted at 74@76c. and powdered Rus- 
sian at 80@85c. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Although Amster- 
dam and German markets reported a 
firmer undertone on prime and su- 
perior grades in bulk at the outset of 
the week, due chiefly to comparatively 
heavy buying since the Amsterdam 
auction on April 2, some shading of 
prices on all grades of wrapped fingers 
has been recorded in the local market 
within the interval and a majority of 
holders here are now offering them in 
12-pound boxes 1c. cheaper than in the 
previous week, 36c. being the new in- 
side figure, though 37c. and 38c. are be- 
ing asked and paid on the highest class 
offerings. In bulk quotations remain 
unchanged at 32c. and 33c. for prime 
grades and at 34c. for superior grades. 
Recent arrivals have included 302 bags 
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from Rotterdam, 60 bags from Antwerp 
and 50 bags from Copenhagen. 
CODLIVER OIL.—Although the fish- 
ing season in the Lofoten district of 
Norway has now virtually ended and 
the yield of oil in that section is not 
expected to be augmented materially 
from this time on, operations will be 
continued in the Finmarken district for 


at least a month more and the total 
production of Norway for 1912 will 
thereby be augmented considerably 
within the next few weeks, Our corre- 
spondent in Aalesund has advised us 
by cable that the oil yield to date in 
Lofoten amounts to 11,942 hectoliters, 
while that in Finmarken has already 
reached 1,065 hectoliters and that for 
all Norway amounts to 47,205 hecto- 


liters, the largest total up to this time 
in any season since the ‘“‘bumper” year 


1998 But as it has required three times 
as many fish livers this year to pro- 
duce virtually the same amount as 


four vears ago, the oil refiners continue 


unwilling, in most instances, to lower 
their quotations from the previous 
basis of $15 f. o. b. Norway for early 


summer and fall shipments, and local 
agents and dealers are therefore firmly 
maintaining their prices at $21 and up. 
In one case, however, a well known 
brand is being offered by the Norway 


refiner at $14 there for May-June de- 
livery and the local agent is quoting 
$20 here. The catch of fish up to Apri 
15 is renorted to have amounted in 
Lofoten to 15,000,000, producing 10,200 
barrels of oil, while that for all Nor- 
way up to that time is given as 


62,000,000, producing 40,700 barrels of oil. 
These figures compare very favorably 
with « Lofoten catch of 10,000,000 fish. 
producing 6,780 barrels of oil, and with 
a total Norway catch of 35,000,000 fish, 
producing 20,837 barrels of oil for the 
corresponding period in 1911. As a basis

In 
reeds, there have been several sales 
of case lots at 47c. and of jobbing quan- 
tities at 47c., a cent higher than the 
prices obtained a week ago. 

FUSEL OIL.—A moderate demand 
eontinues to be noted for both crude 
and refined at the previous ranges of 


$2.40@2.50 and $2.90@3.10, respectively. 
according to quantity, quality and 
holder. Amyl acetate is also selling 


fairly well at the same figures as the 
refined grade of the oil. Recent ar- 
rivals have included 12 drums from 
Vera Cruz. 

GLUCOSE.—The steadily increasing 
cost of corn has again been assigned 
as the cause for another marking up 
of prices by all the leading producers 
who have raised their quotations to 
a basis of $2.67 per 100 pounds for 42 
degrees mixing. The most prominent 
of the companies producing has shut 
down one of its plants in the West 
because of the exceptionally high prices 
asked for corn and is planning to keep 
this factory idle until raw material 
is available at materially lower figures. 

GLYCERINE.—Virtual exhaustion of 
the hitherto existing surplus of. the 
erude grades, since the opening of the 
dynamite season, and the constantly 
advancing price of these grades in 
France and Germany have induced 
those domestic manu**ecturers who had 
not already raised their quotations an

additional half cent to do so within 
the interval. As a result, all domestic 
producers are now quoting dynamite at

Arrivals at this port with- 
in the week have amounted to 16 cases 
from Havre. 

MENTHOL.--Though few sales have 
been made within the interval at less 
than $6.40, several local holders are now 
quoting as low as $6.30, and even $6.25 
might be done on a firm offer, despite 
the scarcity of offerings here as well 
asin London and Japan.

TONKA.—As the local market is now 
bare of supplies of the Angostura 
grade, and as domestic tobacco inter- 
ests are already preparing to contract 
for at least 90 per cent. of the new 
crop offerings the moment that they 
become available, there is little likeli- 
hood of a recession from the present 
quotation of $5.25@5.50 for some time 
to come. On the contrary, it is thought 
probable that a further advance will 
soon be recorded in prices for this de- 
scription. Recent arrivals have includ- 
ed 16 cases from Hamburg, which were 
purchased before they reached the lo- 
eal port. Paras continue quiet, but 
firmly held at $1.50@1.75. A falling off 
in the demand for crystalized Suri- 
nams and more liberal offerfngs there- 
of have combined to weaken the market 
for this description within the interval 
and local holders are now quoting $2@ 
2.25, or 25c. under previous figures. 

VANILLA.—In view of their knowl- 
edge of the depleted condition of old 
crop whole bean stocks in the New 
York market. curers of the Mexican 
offerings have assumed firmer views on 
the new crop supplies and are again 
holding out for higher prices than the 
local operators are willing to pay. As 
the meager surplus of old crop beans 
is in bad shape and therefore cannot 
be kept much longer, the New York 
overators may soon be compelled to re- 
plenish their fast-disappearing sup- 
plies with the new crop offerings, but 
financially they are better qualified to 
wait until they can obtain the 1912 
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beans at concessions from the present 
quotation of $4 in Papantla which the 
curers are still asking. Furthermore, 
the demand for whole beans and cuts 
from the extract manufacturers has 
fallen off greatly within the last two 
weeks, and is not expected to reach 
sizable proportions until the purchases 
which they made earlier in the season 
have been used up in the finished prod- 
ucts and until these products, which 
have beeen moving unusually slowly 
for this season of the year, because 
of the belated spring season and the 
consequent unwillingness of ice cream 
and soda fountain supply interests to 
make heavy purchases, have been en- 
tirely marketed. Though no additional 
purchases of the new crop whole beans 
have been made within the week, fur- 
ther buying and deliveries of the new 
cuts has been recorded, and to date 
there has been no interference with 
shipments from the Papantla and out- 
lying districts in Mexico on the part 
of the revolutionists who have been 
terrorizing other parts of that republic. 
The curers in Papantla have recently 
been put to heavy extra expense, how- 
ever, in safeguarding their holdings 
from the revolutionary bands which 
are now in the. neighborhood of this 
district as they have been compelled 
to employ and pay the wages of many 
additional guards to patrol and protect 
their property. Old and new crop 
whole beans are still quoted in the 
local market at $4@5 and cuts con- 
tinue to command $3.75@4. Arrivals 
within the week have included 14 cases 
of old crop whole beans and 23 cases 
of new crop cuts from Vera Cruz. 
Though recent purchases of Bour- 
bons have been confined to relatively 
small amounts, because of the fact 
that the extract manufacturers have 


virtually retired from the market 
temporarily, after having covered 
their requirements well ahead, the 


Paris and other French markets con- 
tinue to manifest a firm undertone and 
operators there are refusing to shade 
their quotation of $3.75@4.50, despite 
the fact that they have just received 
estimates on the new crop of the is- 
lands, indicating a yield 15 to 20 per 
cent. larger than the 1911-1912 crop. 
Recent arrivals at the local port have 
included 11 cases from Antwerp. 

Our Paris correspondent writes as 
follows on the French markets:— 

Paris, April 5, 1912. 

The market for Bourbon beans here holds 
very firm at the prices quoted a week ago. The 
demand continues active and normal and there 
is a chance that prices will be maintained 
without much change up to the fall. Stocks 
are in strong hands. Cable advices received 
during the current week from St. Denis, Bour- 
bon and from Tamatave, Madagascar, confirm 
recent reports to the effect that there now re- 
mains nothing more to sell in these producing 
countries. 

Only 1,000 pounds of the South Amer- 
ica crop now remains to be shipped 
from the island of Guadaloupe and, 
as the bulk of the yield of this island 
and Martinique, amounting to only 
25,000 pounds. has already been shinped 
to this market, it is thought likelv 
that these remaining 1.000 pounds will 
be purchased by French extract manu- 
facturers. Local operators continued 
to hold their stocks at $3.65@3.75. 

Tahitis are in slow consuming re- 
auest, and. as additional arrivals of 
20.000 pounds, made up of 300 cases of 
100 pounds each, have been received at 
San Francisco within the interval, the 
majority of local operators have lower- 
ed their prices 10c, more to $2.25@2.35. 
Even the-German and French extract 
interests, who recently contracted for a 
good-sized portion.of the new Tahiti 
offerings in San Francisco, have ceased 
to buy temporarily and accumulations 
of stocks are reaching comparatively 
large proportions without finding pur- 
chasers. 

Our Paris correspondent advises us 
by mail as follows on the European 
markets:— 
Paris, April 5. 1912. 

The Hambure market is quiet. San Francisco 
offers some Tahitis at $2.25 per pound, cost 
and freight at European ports for shipment 
this month via Tehuantepec. At the same 
time, however, {t is learned from San Fran- 
ciseo that a firmer market Is expected to de- 


velop any day. 
Our correspondent on the Pacific 


coast advises us as follows on the re- 
ported blight in Tahiti bean-growing 


districts :— 
San Francisco, April 11, 1912. 
The writer has just returned from Tahiti and 
is able to confirm by actual observation. the 
report recently circulated about blight affect- 
ing the vines !n several of the districts. From 
the district of Vairoa, which last year pro- 
duced sixty tons of green vanilla, but six tons 
will be obtained this vear. The districts of 
Morea, Paperiere and Mataia, which last year 
produced 800, 100 and 200 tons of green vanilla 
heans, respectively, are becoming infected, but 
the extent of the damage is not yet ascer- 
tained. It reauires 4% kilos of green vanilla 
to produce 1 kilo of dry. 
It is certain that not sufficient stress has 
beeen Iaid on this disease and its effect on the 
preduction. To indicate how the disease has 
influenced the price in Tahiti itself. we would 
mention that the traders in the districts are 
paving 6.50 francs per kilo for green vanilla, 
which is equivalent to $2.27% per Ib. there, 
exclusive of !abor, vacking, shipping. etc. The 
vanilla which has been bought at these prices 
will rot be ready to ship until May, and it is 
our opinion that rather than sell at prices 
which will result in heavy losses the curers 
will hold their product for a higher market, 
a stand that can now be easily taken, as the 
stringent inspection laws of the French colo- 
nial government have greatly increased the 
keeping aualities of this variety. 

Stocks in San Francisco amount to less than 
200 cases, a quantity that would be negligible 
were dealers in Hamburg buying at all, but

Weekly reports continue to reveal 
a feeling of optimism in industrial 
circles, and there appears to be a 
gradual broadening of manufacturing 
activity. The metal trade is making 
the best showing at present, and the 
favorable influence is reflected in many 
lines affiliated with this important in- 
dustry. Remarkable improvement is 
noted in the textile trade, and, the 
mills are increasing their output to 
meet an unusual demand. In other 
industries reports make a favorable 
impression on balance, even if the im- 
provement is somewhat patchy. The 
disturbing side of the situation can 
be briefly summed up in politics, the 
coal strike, the high cost of living and 
floods. Abundant moisture this spring 
favors an enormous agricultural yield. 

Time money is quoted at 4@4%c. per 
cent. for six months. Call money on 
the Stock Exchange has ranged from 
2%@3% per cent. The better grades of 
mercantile paper are held at 4@4% per 
cent. for sixty days and 4% per cent. 
for six months. Sterling exchange 
rates for actual business were quoted 
$4.8725@4.8735 for demand bills. Bar 
silver was quoted at 59%c. and Mexi- 
can dollars at 47@52c. 

The trend of the securities market 
was again upward, although the move- 
ment was frequently interrupted by 
periods of realization. Industrials led 
in the advances, and trading in this 
class of stocks was unusually active. 
American Linseed, American Can, Corn 
Products and the metal shares were 
prominent in the trading. 

The recent sharp rise in linseed pre- 
ferred reflected increased activity of 
the last few weeks in linseed oil busi- 
ness, while the seasonable demand for 
paint for spring trade with the conse- 
quent increased consumption of oil, un- 
doubtedly had its part in the advance. 
No dividends have been paid on the 
preferred stock since Septembe}, 1900. 

General Chemical Company has de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend of 
1% per cent. on the common stock, pay- 
able June 1 to stockholders of record 
May 21.

owing to their recent apparent apathy, very 
few sales have been made, which has resulted 
in a slight weakness in the market. 

There is no doubt that a price somewhere be- 
tween $2.10 and $2.25 will be maintained for 
the rest of this year. We have a very good 
opinion of the future of the market for this 
commodity. Although arrivals in April, May, 
June and July may be considerable, still they 
will not amount to more than 75 per cent. 
of last year’s arrivals and during the months 
following shipments will be very small indeed. 


Essential Oils. 


ANISE.—A complete reversal of con- 
ditions appears to have taken place in 
the China and domestic markets within 
the week. After holding relatively 
more firmly than the primary markets 
for more than a fortnight, the local 
market is now lower than that in Hong 
Kong, while the last-mentioned and 
other primary centers for the oil are 
stiffening. The explanation lies in the 
fact that supplies in the China market 
are almost depleted while stocks here 
are still comparatively large. Local 
holders have lowered their prices 2%4c. 
to a revised quotation of $1.45@1.50. 

CARAWAY SEED.—A decidedly 
firmer undertone but no _ quotable 
change in prices. have been noted in 
the local market within the week. The 
Amsterdam market has stiffened ma- 
terially, after having eased off slight- 
ly in the temporary absence of busi- 
ness, and higher prices are expected 
to be made in that center within the 
near future because of the fact that 
the crop outlook is becoming worse 
every day. <A large number of the 
fields originally planted with the seed 
have been plowed over.

CASSIA.—Liberal offerings in the Jo- 
cal market and keen competition have 
induced most local holders to lower 
their prices 2\%4c. to a revised quotation 
of 8744@90c. fcr 75@80 per cent. techni- 
cal in which a fair business is now 
being done.

CLOVES.—In sympathy with the in- 
creasing cost of the spice and produc- 
tion of the oil, the local market has 
been advanced 2%c. It now costs 
about 85c. to make the oil, and domes- 
tic manufacturers have raised their 
auotations to 80@88%4c,. in cans and to 
82%@85c. in bottles, 


LAVENDER FLOWERS.—A sharp 
advance has occurred as a result of 
diminishing supplies and an increasing 
demand, Prices have been advanced 
by local holders 25e. to a revised quota- 
tion of $3.25@3.50. 


LEMON.—Although the Messina 
market continue fairly strong on an 
import cost basis of $1.62%4, local’ hold- 
ers are still quoting as low as $1.55 on 
some offerings. Up to $1.70 is being 
paid for superior quality oil. however, 
and a material advance is looked for 
when present liberal supplies are ex- 
hausted, as renlenishing of stocks can- 
not be affected except at much higher 
figures. Advices from Messina state 
that the present situation in the pro- 
ducing districts is such that it is al- 
most impossible to make any predic- 
tions on the new crop. The southern 
parts of Italy have had a mild winter 
with little rain and a very small 
amount of snow in the mountainous 
regions. These favorable weather con- 
ditions have produced an abundant 
foilage on all the citrus trees, with the 
exception of hereamot. and the trees 
now point a satisfactory flowering pe- 
riod, nrovided that the scantiness of 
the winter rainfalls and the apnarent 
dryness of the deeper soil do not in- 
terfere with their further sound de- 
velopment. Only the climatic condi- 
tions during the snringe months will 
Aefinitely show whether the hones for 
» £000 crov will be realized or whether 
avphehensions for a dry summer and 1 
secantv yield. in consequence therenf, 
will prove to have been warranted. An- 
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other factor which may ‘curtail the 
yield this year is the advent of a 
species of plant lice known as aphidae, 
which during the last two years has 
affected large districts, especially in 
the vicinity of the big cities of Sicily 
and Calabria. This parasite attacks 
the trees and slowly destroys them. 
The sweet and bitter orange trees seem 
to possess a great power of resistance 
against this infection, but lemon, as 
well as bergamot and mandarin trees, 
appear to be especially susceptible to 
the attacks of these lice. Although 
methods for the destroying of these 
parasites have been found, the applica- 
tions thereof increases the expense‘ of 
cultivation and does not vouchsafe the 
restoration to health of the affected 
tree. This parasite is justly consid- 
ered a great menace to the entire agru- 
men industry and is likely to interfere 
greatly with the future production of 
Messina essences in both Sicily and 
Calabria. 


PEPPERMINT.—A strong undertone 
pervaded the local market as a result 
of the receipt here of distinctly bullish 
advices from the mint growing dis- 
tricts of Michigan and the Northwest 
generally. These advices have told of 
even more serious damage to the roots 
by the exceptionally severe and long- 
continued winter ‘than had _ hitherto 
been reported. The setting out of the 
roots has already been begun in some 
sections of Michigan, and in these dis- 
tricts it is expected that the acreage 
will be greatly curtailed this year, 
Local holders of the oil continue to 
quote $2.85@3 in tins and $3.35@3.50 in 
bottles, but are predicting much higher 
prices within the near future, 

One of our correspondents in Mich- 
igan has telegraphed us as follows:— 


April 20, 1912. 


Personal examination in the fields discloses 
serious damage to the peppermint roots, due 
to the past severe winter, and all reliable 
reports so far received from a large number 
of correspondents confirm the earlier state- 
ments that the damage is widespread. It is 
believed that warm weather will more fully 
emphasize and confirm the extent and nature 
of the loss to growers and that within two or 
three weeks a fairly definite opinion can be 
formed as to the relative percentage condition, 
compared with those of former years. ‘The 
lack of good roots for planting will neces- 
sarily curtail the area which would otherwise 
have been under cultivation, and this is likely 
to make an aggregate acreage smaller than 
that of last season. The greatest danger at 
present, however, appears to lie in the weak 
character of the plant and the certainty that 
much of the area will amount to little or 
nothing bécause of lack of root vitality. Most 
reports concerning the fields which were not 
plowed under last fall agree that the loss Is 
nearly total, and in many localities it is as- 
serted that it will be impossible to secure suf- 
ficient roots to reset the flelds so destroyed. 

TANSY.—A noteworthy scarcity of 
supplies has persuaded local holders 


to raise their prices 15c. to $2.40@2.50. 
Flowers, 


CALENDULA.—German has stiffen- 
ed materially on a growing scarcity 
of stocks and local holders have raised 
their prices 5c. to a revised range of 
65@70c. Sales have been made at 65c. 


Gums. 


ALOES.—Local offerings of Curacao 
in boxes and gourds are being very 
firmly held, the former at 10c, and the 
latter at 12%c. There are none offered 
in the producing districts under these 
prices, as this year’s crop has been 
materially reduced by drought. Fine 
livers are especially scarce. At the 
London auction sale on Thursday, 38s. 
6d. was obtained for fair Cape offer- 
ings. 

ARABIC. Though considerably 
stronger abroad, the local market con- 
tinues only steady at previous figures 
Amber sorts are still quoted here at 
11@12c. and other grades likewise re- 
mains unchanged. 


ASAFOETIDA.—At the London auc- 
tion Thorsday, £9 was again com- 
manded. The local quotation continues 
at 75@$1.25, as to quality. Some sales 
of powdered have been made and up 
to $1.70 has been paid for high test 
grades. 

CAMPHOR.—Japan reports a higher 
market for all grades. Ounce lots are 
selling there at 1s. 754d., and, in some 
instances, a price above the parity of 
the domestic grade its being paid here. 
Domestic manufacturers continue to 
quote 44c. 

MASTIC.—Sales of case lots were 
made early in the week at 54c., but 
later this price was withdrawn and 
business in cases was effected at 56c. 
Jobbing quantities are being sold at 
F&8e. Recent arrivals include 38 bales 
from Calamata and 47 bales from 
Piraeus. 


Herbs and Leaves. 


BUCHU.—wWith the recent depletion 
of stocks both in London and in the 
local market, holders of short leaf here 
have raised their prices 2c.. the rTe- 
vised quotation being $1.20@1.25. The 
London auotation is now equivalent to 
$1.22 landed here. At the London auc- 
tion sale Thursday an advance of 2d. 
was noted when good rovnd command- 
ed 4s. 114. A Joss of 13 bales of short 
leaves occurred when the steamship 
Titanic sank with her cargo. These 13 
bales are estimated to have held 3,250 
pounds and, in the view of the already 
existing scarcity of offerings, it is be- 
lieved that their loss will cause another 
advance in prices within the near fu- 
ture, Long leaves are 5c. higher at 65 
@70e.

IPECAC.—Cartagena has_ stiffened 
materially in the local market as a re- 
sult of a growing scarcity of offerings, 
but, at the London drug auction Thurs- 
day, offerings were sold at 7s. or 6d. 
below the figure prevailing at the 
close of the previous week. Riv con- 
tinues firmly held at $2. 


SARSAPARILLA.—At. the London 
auction sale Thursday 2s. 4d. was 
brought by fair gray Jamaica, which 
is still quoted here at 11@12c. Honduras 
continues to be offered in the local 
market at 27@30c. Arrivals of 146 bales 
of Jamaica goods from Tampico have 
been recorded at the local port withiit 
the week. 

Shellac. 


Calcutta advices have continued to 
sustain the favorable tone of the gen- 
eral situation, but there is little evi- 
dence of any support on the part of 
local dealers, whose operations have 
been very meager of late. Anything 
for April-May shipment is said to be 
out of reason on prevailing spot values, 
while May-June position is not at- 
tractive, as probably involving blocky 
goods. The keynote of the Calcutta 
situation as generally accepted here is 
the limitation on T. N. available for 
shipment within the free months’ pe- 
riod, and there are said to have been 
premiums paid for extensions. Mail 
advices from the primary quarter tell 
of shifting May for autumn deliveries. 
The tenor of the bysache crop news 
continues favorable both as to quality 
and quantity and according to some of 
the reports the current output may 
exceed the heavy one of the three 
years ago. London closed at 63s. for 
spot T. N., as against 64s. previously. 
while August futures are’ quoted for 
the first time at 65s. 6d. 


Local conditions have undergone 
appreciable change, and the effect 
the primary rally does not seem to be 
commensurately reflected. Trade is 
generally reported as good, especially 
in bleached, the demand for which is 
taxing the capacity of dealers. Prices 
are steady at the recent advance to 
20%@21e. for bone dry and 16@16%c. 
for commercial. For standard T. N. 
14%c. in bags and 15c. in cases pre- 
vail. Quotations for 5 per cent. goods 
are nominal in the absence of offers in 
the usual quarters. There is undoubt- 
edly plenty of old T. N. in various 
channels here which is the subject of 
special negotiation for the bleaching 
trade, while some lots in outside specu- 
lators’ hands are still maintained at 
impracticable prices. The Kabinga has 
arrived, but the extent of damage to 
the shellac has not been determined. 
In some quarters it was stated that the 
goods on the vessel were turning out 
better than had heen expected. The 
Kasemhba and the Barotse were report- 
ed in Boston at the close, the former 
with 2.300 and the latter with 2,225: 
packages.

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Prospective Patent Legislation. 

REPRESENTATIVE OLDFIELD’'S BILL A 
CODIFICATION OF EXISTING LAWS, 
WITH AMENDMENTS AND MODIFICA- 
TIONS DESIGNED TO ¢ IVERCOME ALL 
OBJECTIONS 





(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 19, 1912. 

The controversy with respect to the 
patent laws of the United States, chiefly 
induced by a recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court extending, as has been 
claimed, more broadly than was intended 
by Congress the scope and effect of the 
laws relating to patents, in that greater 
power was given to the owner of a patent 
in controling the manufacture and sale 
not only of the patented article itself, 
but of articles which may be employed 
in the utilization of such patented ar- 
ticle, and also other questions which 
have come up relating to non-use of pat- 
ented articles, has reached such a stage 
in the committees of Congress that after 
statements made at hearings by the Com- 
missioner of Patents, that official was 
requested by the Senate Committee on 
Patents to make a complete codification 
of the existing patent law with such 
muuifications as the patent officials might 
deem desirable, considering all contro- 
verted questions and the necessities of the 
Patent Office and the public at the pres- 
ent time. s 

As a result of this manner of treating 
the controverted patent question, the 
Commissioner of Patents has submitted, 
and there has been introduced by Senator 
Brown, of Nebraska, chairman of the 
Patent Committee of the Senate, and 
Kepresentative Oldfield, of Arkansas, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Patents, a bill elaborate in its detail and 
scope, covering more than fifty printed 
pages in bill form, which deals with 
every feature of the existing patent laws 
by way of amendment, modification, or 
such additions as are deemed desirable in 
the imierest of the public and all who 
are directly interested in patents, includ- 
ing attorneys who practice hefore the 
Patent Oftice 

Accompanying this bill there has been 
made by the Commissioner of Patents an 
elaborate statement explanatory of the 
measure which, without such explanation, 
in view of the fact that the bill is amen- 
datory of a great variety of sections of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States, 
would not be comprehensible even to 
patent amendments without careful com- 
parison with the existing law. 

The greater part of the proposed codi- 
fication of the present laws as explained 
by the commissioner is devoted to com- 
puratively unimportant changes intended 
to facilitate the operations of the Pat- 
ent Office and bring desirable changes in 
respect to fees and the practice of attor- 
neys before the Patent Office. One of the 
changes made is practically creating the 
Patent Office as an independent govern- 
mental service, thereby taking it out from 
the jurisdiction of the Secretary of the 
Interior and making the Commissioner of 
Patents, what it has been held he already 
is, a quasi judicial ofticer from whose de- 
cision appeals shall be taken directly to 
the courts in controverted patent ques- 
tions, where appeal should he in a case. 

The more important modifications in the 
law, as proposed by this new code of 
patent law, are contained in section 17 of 
the new bill, which is intended to cover 
the question of workable and non-work- 
able patents. The explanation of — this 
provision, as is given by the Commissioner 
of Patents, is as follows:— 


Section 17 comprises section 4884, Revised 
Statutes, as it now stands, with the addition 
of two amendments, the one providing that 
the term of the patent shall be limited to ex- 
pire nineteen years from the date of filing the 
application in this country, exclusive of the 
time consumed by the Patent Office or the 
courts in considering the application, and of 
such time as the issuance of the patent is de- 
layed by interference proceedings. The object 
or this provision is to encourage the speedy 
issuance of letters patent and to prevent appli- 
vants from holding their applications in the 
office awaiting developments of the art by 
others, and thereafter taking out broad patents 
which cause those who have made independent 
inventions during the pendency of the applica- 
tion to pay tribute to an applicant who has 
merely laid in wait for such developments 
The second amendment to this section com- 
prises a clause providing that if the invention 
is not adequately worked or manufactured 
within the United States at any time after the 
expiration of the first four years, the owner 
of the patent may be compelled to license any 
person who shall demand the same to manu 
facture, use and sell the patented invention 
upon such terms as may be prescribed by the 
judge of the court of the district in which the 
owner of the patent resides or has an estab- 
lished place of business. Nearly all countries 
except the United States, have provisions of 
law requiring working of a patented invention 
and in the event of failure to adequately work 
the invention, that the patent shall either be 
revoked, or that the owner thereof shall be 
required to grant a license to others to man- 
ufacture, use and sell the same. In my opin- 
jon, the so-called working clause contained in 
the laws of other countries are of such a 
drastic nature as to discourage invention. 

While it is desirable that valuable inventions 
shall be manufactured and sold within a rea- 
sovable period from the date of the grant of 
the patent and not locked up by large corpo- 
rations, as is now the case in some instances, 
it is believed that the inventor or owner of the 
patent should in no case be deprived of a rea- 
sonable remuneration for the invention which 
he has patented and thus disclosed to the pub- 
lic In the amendment which-I have prepared 
to this section it is provided that if the pat- 
ented invention is not worked to an adequate 
extent after the expiration of the first four 
years any person may demand a license to 
manufacture and sell the same, and upon the 
refusal of the patentee to grant such license 
shall have the right to apply to the court of 
the district in which the owner of the patent 
resides or has an established place of business, 
and to demand from the judge requiring that 
the owner of the patent shall grant to him a 
license to manufacture, use and sell the inven- 

ion upon such terms, conditions, security, ete., 

i n the opinion of the court will be just. 
it 1 eved that such a measure will have 

ffect of lacing all valuable inventions in 
publ use within a reasonable time, and will 






also ncourage the establishment in_ the 
United States of manufactories for the produc- 
tion of patented machines, devices, ete., which 
have been patented by persens who are not 
citizens of the United States 

Care has been taken in drafting this section 


to provide that nothing therein shall conflict 
with any treaty or convention of other coun- 
tries which reciprocally lessens the force of its 
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application to the citizens of the centracting 
countries. 

So much of the bill as is covered in the 
sections from 17 to 32, relate mainly to 
the interval operations of the patent laws 
and making such changes in respect to 
the granting of patents or perfecting the 
machinery for reaching infringements of 
foreign and domestic patents, ete. Section 
32 is an important one, and the explana- 
tion thereof by the Commissioner of Pat 
tents is as follows: 


Section S32 includes the provisions of section 
41890, Revised Statutes, with the addition 
thereto of a clause providing that the ptr 
chaser or lessee of a patented machine or ar 
ticle shall have the unrestricted right to use, 


vend or lease the particular thing so _ pur- 
chased 

Under the present law, as interpreted by the 
court, the owner of a patent is ‘‘a ezar in his 
own domain,’’ and may fix the price and con- 
ditions under which patented articles may be 
sold, and any persons violating such conditions 
or restrictions may be sued and held guilty of 
contributory infringement. The intention of 
this provision is to prevent restrictions which 
would cause the purchaser or lessee of a pat 
ented machine or article to be obliged to con- 
tract with the owner of a patent for supplies 
to be used in such machines, or to agree not to 
sell the patented article for less than a certain 
stated price Many cases might be cited in 
which the court has held that a party selling 
a second-hand article for less than the price 
fixed by the owner of the patent has been 
held for ontributory infringement, a notable 
example of which is found in a recent case 
in which certain phonographiec records, which 
were damaged by fire, were purchased at auc- 
tion, and the purchaser was afterward sued 
for infringement because he sold these records 
at a price less than the price fixed by the 
owner of the patent. It is believed that the 
provision contained in the present draft will 
prevent such injustice, and will also promote 
the freedom of sale of patented machines and 
articles 

Other parts of the bill relate to at- 
torneys practicing before the Patent Of- 
fice, fees, examinations, and other details 
of the workings of the patent laws, in- 
tended to bring down to date under rules 
of modern practice the patent laws which 
have not been changed since the codi- 
fication of this law in 1870. 

it is expected that the Committee on 
Patents of the two Houses will at an 
early date begin the consideration of this 
codification of the patent laws, and fur- 
ther investigation of the changes pro- 
posed to be made will be solicited by the 
committees and an effort made to bring 
ibout favorable reports upon these 
changes in the patent !aws during the 
present session, and if possible the pas- 
sage of the bill through both Houses

Huil Trade Discouragiog, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, April 19, 1912. 

“The trade of the English port of Hull, 
which ranks third in the United King- 
dom in the volume of its commerce, was 
unsatisfactory throughout last year, at- 
iributed largely to unsettled labor condi- 
tious,” says a report to the Bureau of 
Manufactures trom that port. Continu 
ing, this report states:— 

There was a large decrease in the exports to 
the United States, the principal items contrib- 
uting to the decline being cottonseed, creosote, 
soya bean and other coils and castor seed, glue 
stock, linseed and wool. There was an increase 
in the shipments of fertilizer, glycerin, pota~- 
toes and linseed and rapeseed oils. 

Conditions in the seed-crushing industry, 
which is the principal business of Hull, were 
discouraging, due largely to the small crop of 
ecttonseed in the United States and Egypt. The 
Indian crop, however, was good. The total 
receipts of cottonseed into the United King- 
dom last year were 596,966 long tons, against 
6°0,171 tons for 1910, of which the receipts at 
Hull were about 270,000 and 353,000 tons, re- 
spectively, There was a heavy decline in the 
imports of soya beans, the total receipts into 
the United Kingdom in 1911 being only 222,657 
long tons, against 421,531 tons for 1910, of 
which 145,362 and 245,829 tons for the two 
years, respectively, were imported into Hull. 

The exports of linseed oil from Hull last 
year amounted to 4,331 long tons, compared 
with 3,646 tons in 1910. More than half the 
shipments were for Australia, being 2,334 tons, 
foilowed by India, with 532 tons; United States, 
461 tens; Norway, 319 tons; Egypt, 175 tons, 
and Turkey, 129 tons. The total exports of 
cottonseed oil were 7,058 tons, against 12,°7% 
tons for 1910. The principal countries to whicn 
shipments were made last year were:—Nether- 
lands, 1.917 tons: Germany, 1,623 tons; Bel- 
gium, 902 tons; United States, 660 tons; Swe- 
den, 640 tons; Turkey, 426 tons; Italy, 262 tons, 
end Austria, 200 tons. The soya bean oll ship- 
ments amounted to 12,248 hundredweight of 112 
povnds each, of which the principal exports 
were made as follows, in hundredweights:— 
Netherlands, 3,221; Germany, 3,177; Belgium, 
1,281: Italy, 1,165; France, 825; Sweden, 760; 
Denmark, 269; Austria, 259, and United States,

A fair jobbing inquiry has character- 
ized the market for chemicals, bat 
there has been little evidence of exten- 
sive trading and round lots have re- 
mained dull and more or less neglect- 
ed, The undertone of the situation has 
remained firm in most every depart- 
ment and stocks being carried are 
generally smaller than noted earlier in 
the month. European shipments have 
been restricted, owing to the conges- 
tion of freight, due to the recent coal 
strike, and transportation companies 
are giving preference to other com- 
modities than chemicals where im- 
mediate shipments are concerned, 
Oxalic acid has been advanced on spot 
owing to limited arrivals from Norway 
and Germany, and a very restricted 
domestic output. Sal ammoniac 1s held 
sparingly and gray and lump are com- 
manding higher prices. Carbon tetra- 
chloride is scarce, both here and 
abroad and prices have been advanced 
from 10c. to 10%c. Local stocks appear 
to be mostly under the control of 
one interest. Arsenic has retained 
its firm position with offerings for im- 
mediate delivery light and well scat- 
tered, Arrivals of bleach have been 
comparatively small, but former prices 
are still current. Tin oxide is easier in 
sympathy with the metal and prices 
have declined from 47e. to 45c. Copper 
sulphate is scarce on spot with prices 
unchanged, Calcutta shipments are 
easier with demand iight. Below is a 
detailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest, also a sum- 
mary of the Liverpool, London and 
Antwerp chemical markets. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Values 
continue along uniform lines and the 
market retains a steady position.

Manufacturers of fertilizers say that 
the tonnage movement in Southern 
States is very good and the encourag- 
ing reports from that quarter lead 
some dealers to predict that the present 
season will not fail far short of nor- 
mal, but all agree that consumption of 
fertilizing materials will be less tnan 
last season, and the decline, according 
to reports, will vary in different States. 
The present week nas brought nothing 
further to light on this point. In the 
local market developments have been 
scarcely perceptible. A little freer buy- 
ing of small lots was reported and in- 
creasing inquiry was noted for sulphate 
of ammonia and nitrate of soda, but 
the prices asked for these two articles 
is a bar to heavy trading. There is 
net a large amount of sulphate of am- 
monia in Great Britain available for 
shipment, and it is difticult to obtain 
charters, so that supplies from that 
source are not relieving the situation. 
Nitrate of soda maintains its firm posi- 
tion and is liable to do so for the next 
three months. In the English market 
fertilizers in generai are reported as 
strong, and it seems certain that prices 
will be high throughout the year. De- 
mand is good for sulphate of ammonia, 
delay and delivery being the only draw- 
back. It is also stated the demand for 
nitrate will be good for some time to 
come, and the price ot other fertilizers 
will help to keep up the price of nitrate. 
Reports from Southern markets of this 
country show that animal ammoniates 
have beer. weakened by the growing 
use of cottonseed meal as a fertilizer. 
For reviews of the Baltimore, Chicago, 
Atlanta and Charleston markets refer 
to’ index on page 23.' Detailed comment 
on the local market follows:— 


Ammoniates. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — The 
high price at which sulphate of am- 
monia is selling has kept some con- 
sumers from buying. ‘The supply, how- 
ever, continues to be small, and with 
improvement in the fertilizer trade has 
come a better inquiry for sulphate. It 
is difficult to obtain foreign sulphate 
for nearby delivery, and the domestic 
article is not able to meet the demand. 
In England and on the Continent con- 
siderable improvement is reported in 
the demand for sulphate. In the Jocal 
market prices are held at $3.25@3.40 for 
spot and futures. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There seems 
to be no likelihood of a drop in the 
price for charters in the immediate fu- 
ture, and as 32s, 6d, is quoted for ship- 
ments through June, it is probable that 
prices of nitrate in the local market 
will be high for at least that length of 
time. Dealers report a good demand 
for spot and futures. Quotations are 
4.35@2.42 for spot goods and futures, 
and the inside qu@tation is not offered 
by all sellers. Since the beginning ot 
the year four vessels carrying nitrate 
have been lost. These vessels carried 
a cargo worth considerable more than 
$1,000,000, but in the case of the steamer 
Corn Exchange, which foundered in the 
Straits of Magellan, the vessel was re- 
floated and only a small portion of the 
nitrate on board was lost. 

DRIPD BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
There is but little change in this mar- 
ket. Sellers complain that orders run 
to small lots and say that there is no 
heavy trading to speak of in the present 
market. Quotations are held at $2.47% 
und 10 for dried blcod, and $2.20 and 
10 for tankage. 

FISH SCRAP.—In the local market 
there is no disposition shown to take 
on stocks either for current or fu- 
ture needs. Quotations are given based 
on the selling price at the fishing works 
in Southern waters.

Some difficulty is met with in secur- 
ing charters for nearby delivery of for-

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Ozocerite and Ceresin Trade Sta- 


tistics, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 19, 1912. 

In connection with a report which has 
been received at the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures from Consul-General Denby, at 
Vienna, Austria, regarding exportations 
from that country of ozocerite and cere- 
sin, the officials of the bureau have com- 
piled a descriptive account of these prod- 


“ucts with a statement of their use, and 


also an account of the American deposits 
and imports thereof. The report sent by 
Mr. Denby says:— 


Ozocerite was exported from Austria in 1910 
to the amount of 25,540 centners (the metric 
centner, or quintal, is equivalent to 220.6 
pounds), worth about $700,000. Of. these ship- 
ments, 22,500 centners went to Germany, 1,475 
to France, and 536 to the United States. There 
was in the same year an import of 160 cent- 
ners, valued in the customs returns at about 
$4,000, of which 101 centners came from 
Asiatic Russia, the remainder being reimports. 

Ceresin was exported in 1910 to the extent 
of 11,687 centners, valued at about $310,000, 
chiefly to Germany (3,192 centners), Italy 
(1,248 centners), Spain (1,061 centners), and 
471 centners to the United States. The im- 
perts of ceresin into Austria in 1910 were 188 


centners, of which 11 centners were from 
Brazil, the balance being. reimports from. Ger-. 
many. 

Consular records show a declared value of 
$312,309 for the shipments of ozocerite and 
ceresin that were invoiced through the Ameri- 
ean consulates in Vienna, Prague, Reichen- 
berg, Carlsbad and Trieste during 1910. 


in connection with the forego'ng report 
the bureau officials present the follow- 
ing summary:— 


Ozocerite, or native paraffin, is described in 
a standard reference work as ‘‘a yellow, brown, 
and sometimes green, waxlike substance, orig- 


a a 
—— 


inally found in Moldavia and Austrian Galicia 
and more recently in Emery and Uinta coun- 
ties, Utah, -where it occurs in the form of 
small veins in Tertiary rocks. It consists 
chiefly of a mixture of hydrocarbons, is greasy 
to the touch, and melts between 56 and 63 
degrees C, (132.8 and -145.4 degrees F.). It 
finds some use in the manufacture of candles 
as an adulterant of or. substitute for beeswax 
and in the concoction of ointments and po- 
mades. A residual product obtained in purify- 
ing ozocerite, having a hard waxy nature, is 
combined with india rubber and used as an 
insulating n.aterial (okonite) for electric ca- 
bles.’’ Another special use of ozocerite is its 
employment, in the form of bottles, as a con- 
tainer for hydrofluoric acid. 

In Allen's Commercial Organic Analysis it is 
stated :— 

“Ozocerite, known also as ceresin, cerite, or 
mineral wax, usually occurs in the neighbor- 
hood of petroleun. springs and in association 
with bituminous sandstone, clay-schist, gyp- 
sum, and common salt. Though not very 
abundant, ozocerite occurs in many parts of 
the globe, the most remarkable and best- 
known deposit being that in the Miocene rocks 
of Galicia, on the slopes of the Carpathian 
Mountains, and also on the Wallachian side of 
the range, It is also worked on the Island of 
Tscheleken in the Caspian, and at Swatoi- 
Astrow, near Aphesron, where a variety called 
‘neftgil’ is found. It exists in Turkestan, and 
a valuable deposit has been found in Utah. 
Its commercial interest is chiefly as a source 
of ceresin, though liquid hydrocarbons are also 
a by the distillation’ of the inferior 
kinds, 

‘Crude ozocerite varies much in appearance. 
The finest varieties are transparent, of a pure 
yellow or greenish color, and can easily be 
kneaded between the fingers. Crude Galician 
ozocerite is a scaly or waxy substance, with 
a resinous fracture. It is usually brittle, but 
as hard as beeswax. It becomes negativeiy 
electric by friction and exhales an aromatic 
odor. According to Lach (Chem. Zeit. 13, 
831i), the so-called ozocerite from Colorado does 
not yield ceresin, but is suitable for paraffin 
making. It begins to distill at 360 degrees 
and yields 90 per cent. paraffin and oil and 
about 5 per cent. of residuum. Caucasian 
ozocerite yields about 58 per cent. of a second 
quality ceresin.’’ 


In Bulletin No. 285 the United States Geo- 
logical Survey gives the result of its investiga- 
tion of the Utah field, where it found ozocerite 
deposits in the vicinity of Colton, near Soldier 
Summit, and near Midway Station, Colton be- 
ing seven miles southeast and Midway three 
miles west of Soldier Summit. These deposits 
occur in shales, shaly sandstones, and lime- 
stone strata in the lower part of the Tertiary 
deposits of the ‘‘Wasatch’’ group. The min- 
eral occurring at these three points has essen- 
tially the same physical appearance. At the 
time of making its investigation the Survey 
found that ozocerite had been exploited com- 
mercially at five or more localities, five mines 
having been equipped with more or less com- 
plete factlities for exploitation and _ three 
plants having been established for separating 
the product from the associated rock mate- 
rials. Concerning separation methods then in 
vogue in Utah, the bulletin says:— 

“The manner of separating ozocerite from 
the associated rocks is a simple process. The 
plan consists of a steam boiler and engine, a 
crusher, and steam heated vats. The soft 
rock and ozocerite mixture is crushed and run 
into long vats with narrow bottoms containing 
water kept at a boiling temperature. The ozo- 
cerite melts at a temperature of 64 to 70 de- 
grees C. and floats off as a liquid into cooling 
vats, while the rock is driven out along the 
narrow bottom of the vat by revolving screws. 
On cooling the ozocerite is remelted in dry 
pans to remove the content of moisture.’’ 


Ozocerite is not separately recorded in the 
American official statistics, imports of this sub- 
stance being included under the heading ‘‘min- 
eral wax.’’ In the calendar year 1911 the 
United States imported 5,280,363 pounds of 
mineral wax, worth $393,621, in contrast to 
7,880,697 pounds, valued at $606,040, in 1910.

Conditions surrounding the individual 
articles of this market are playing 
an important part in the activity of the 
articles. In the case of sumac the 
Italian war has been a disturbing fac- 
tor by limiting the numbers of boats 
for commercial purposes. With a long- 
continued scarcity of stocks it was 
natural for prices to ascend to present 
high levels and it was inevitable that 
trading should be diminished. Dex- 
trines and starches have likewise slow- 
ed up consuming demand by advanc- 
ing to prices which at present are 
higher than at any period since 1908. 
Indigo, supplanted largely by synthetic 
grades, is a slow seller, and the real 
interest in this article centers in the 
attempts of planters in India to revive 
the industry and to regain for indigo 
the position it formerly held. Turmeric 
and myrabolanes are scarce in all mar- 
kets, and are firmer in price accord- 
ingly, and as with the articles above 
mentioned the increase of prices has 
had a depressing effect on the interest 
of consumers. Albumen, both blood 
and egg, while featured by no heavy 
trading, have sold well so far this year. 
Aniline salt was more active during 
the week, but a slow movement is re- 
ported for aniline oil. Bicarbonates 
are steadily active and firm in price. 
Gambier has passed readily to consum- 
ers, a good portion of the arrivals sell- 
ing on a basis ex dock. Prussiates 
have firmed in price due to small sup- 
plies. Hyposulphite of soda is a steady 
article and several traders are regular 
consumers so that a good movement is 
reported at present. Zinc dust has been 
very firm in price for some time and is 
strongly influenced by the foreign 
spelter market. Detailed comment on 
the market follows:— 


ALBUMEN.—Demand for various se- 
lections of egg albumen has been steady 
for some time and stocks which had ac- 
cumulated in certain quarters are re- 
ported to have been materially re- 
duced. Blood albumen is without new 
feature and trading is rather quiet. 
Prices are 22@32c. for blood albumen 
and 42@65c. for egg albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Local 
selling agents say that there is a good 
movement in aniline salt, but the de- 
mand for oil is slow. Prices are being 
steadily maintained at the figures es- 
tablished some time ago by the con- 
trolling interests. Quotations are 94@ 
9%c. for salt, and 10%@11%c. for anl- 
line oil. 

BICHROMATES. — Domestic manu- 
facturers of bichromates are satisfied 
with the way in which their outvuts 
are passing into consumption. Selling 
agents fer foreign grades report a fair 
jobbine demand at present. Prices on 
a basis f. o. b. works are 5@5\%c. 
for bichromote of soda and 6%@7c. for 
biehromate of potash. 

CUTCH.—Shinvments from Rangoon 
from January 1 to April 1 to all ports 
amounted to 1.300 tons. which is just 
1,000 tons less than for the correspond- 
ing period of 1911. Reports from Lon- 
don state that but 7 tons of cutch were 
landed in that market during the first 
three months of this year. In the local 
market business is slow for both boxed 
and baled cutch. Prices are held at 
5@6c. for baled cutch. 

GAMBIER.—Spot goods have been 
materially reduced and, although busi- 
ness was slow. prices were firmly held 
at 5%@6c. Sellers say that the tanning 
and textile trades are buying in nor- 
mal quantities. In the London mar- 
ket but 125 tons were landed from 
January 1 to April 1. Demand for spot 
goods is slow and quotations are 26s. 
3d. to 26s. 9d., according to quantity. 
April-May shipments are quoted at 
24s. 10%4d. per cwt. 

DEXTRINES.—With another __ten- 
point advance noted in the middle of 
the week prices have continued their 
upward march toward record figures, 
and present values are higher than at 
any time since 1908. Buyers are show- 
ing but little interest at present prices, 
but manufacturers assert that firm- 
ness in the corn market is advancing 
prices of corn products. The new price 
list reads as follows:—Dextrine, $3.30 
in bags, $3.41 in barrels; special dark 
canary dextrine, $3.40 in bags, $3.51 in 
barrels: British gum, $3.55 in bags, 
$2.66 in barrels. These prices are per 
100 pounds in carload quantities, 
freight prepaid to New York city. 
Smaller quantities are higher than the 
quoted figures. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—This 
market continues to be steady both in 
prices and in activity. Good quanti- 
ties are going into consumers’ hands 
without any special features to mark 
trading. Prices are quoted at $1.30@ 
1.50 per 100 pounds in barrels and $1.40 
@1.60 per 100 pounds in kegs. 

INDIGO.—Indigo is a very dull ar- 
ticle on the market. Synthetic grades 
pass in good quantity, but the natural 


dyestuff is in poor demand and only 
very small amounts reach the local 
market. In the primary markets a 
good deal is heard about a revival in 
indigo raising, but the situation has 
improved only slightly. 
MYRABOLANES.—Prices of myra- 
bolanes are maintained at $24@30, but 
consumers are showing no keen inter- 
est in the market and trading is of 
light volume. Advices from primary 
markets show that stocks are only 
moderate and also state that business 
is improving. The London market 
quotes spot goods firm in price with 
advances asked for futures. 
PRUSSIATES.—Inquiry for all se- 
lections of prussiates was good during 
the week and offerings are firmer. Spot 
stocks are said to be low and this has 
strengthened the market. The output 
of domestic manufacturers is finding a 
ready sale and imported grades. also 
have had a good call. Quotations are 
8%c. for prussiate of soda, 13%@1l4c. 
for yellow prussiate of potash and 26@ 
30c. for red prussiate of pptash. 
STARCH.—Controlling interests an- 
nounced a ten-point increase in the 
price of starch during the week. 
Throughout the year the course of this 
market has been upward and present 
prices are seventy-three points higher 
than those asked the first week of this 
year. Quotations now are as follows:— 
Pearl starch, $2.55 in bags, $2.66 in bar- 
rels; Buffalo pearl starch, $2.58 in bags, 
$2.69 in barrels: powdered starch, $2.60 
in bags, $2.71 in barrels; corn starch, 
$2.63 in bags, $2.74 in barrels; special 
warp sizing starch, 140 pounds, $2.65 in 
bags; conf. T. B. starch, $2.95 in bags, 
$3.16 in barrels; crystal starch (laundry 
starch), $3.16 in barrels; finishing 
starch, $2.85 in bags. Above quotations 
are for 100 pounds in carload lots, 
freight prepaid to New York city. 
SUMAC.—Recent arrivals of sumac 
were used largely to fill outstanding 
orders and the spot supply remains 
small. The high price of this article 
has kept down the interest of consum- 
ers, and conditions in Sicily do not 
favor an early continuance of normal 
shipments. Quotations are $53@55 for 
spot goods and futures at $52@53. 
TURMERIC. — Reports of firmer 
prices come from primary markets 
and give a strong tone to the local 
market, but buying is not heavy and 
from the standpoint of activity the 
market is rather weak. Quotations 
are 5%@6c. for Aleppy, 5%4@5%c. for 
Pubna, 54%@6%c. for Madras. A re- 
port from London says that Cochin 
split bulbs have been advanced to 18s. 
per cwt. and Madras finger is higher, 
being quoted at 26s.@26s. 6d. per cwt. 
ZINC DUST.—Supplies have been re- 
plenished by recent arrivals, which 
lends an easier undertone to the mar- 
ket, but sellers are firm in their views 
because of the strong position of the 
foreign spelter market. Prices are re- 
peated at 74@7%c., according to quan- 
tity and seller.

Wyoming Oil Fields, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, April 19, 1912. 

The Lander and Salt Creek oil fields of 
Wyoming are the subject of a bulletin of 
the United States Geological Survey. Oil 
was discovered in this field by Bonneville 
in 1883, but until 1867 it was practically 
unknown except to hunters and trappers. 
The first drilling was done in 1883, and 
although the. wells were productive they 
were, on account of keen competition, 
soon abandoned. For sometime the weils 
remained packed, but the oil that flowed 
from them through leaks was utilized to 
some extent by the ranchers for miles 
around as a lubricant and by the gold 
mines and flour mills for steam making. 
Recently operations at the wells have 
been resumed on a more extensive scale. 

The oil is adapted to several uses. It 
forms an excellent fuel, comnvaring fa- 
vorably with the Texas or California oils, 
and is now employed for that purpose in 
practically all the development work in 
the Little Popo Agie district of these 
fields. Some of it can be used in its raw 
state as a lubricant. though in general it 
is not suitable for that purpose. As the 
oil contains a heavy asphalt base it is 
good for oiling’ roads. 


Perhaps the most interesting well in 
the Salt Creek oil field is one drilled in 
1910, which struck oil under pressure in 
shale at a depth of 1,176 feet. This well 
yielded an unusually large amount of oil 
for a shale well.
